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Shall We Go To War?

FrOR this cause God shall send 

them strong delusion, that 
they should believe a lie: That 
they might be damned who be- 
lieved not the truth, but had plea- 
sure in unrighteousness.” 


That they should believe a lie! 


It would be difficult to compose a 
phrase, better suited to describe the 
present handling of world news, than 
the foregoing passage of Scripture. The 
American public is being given a false 
and distorted presentation of interna- 
tional events, in order to create a wave 
of war hysteria. 


This matter of hate, being generated 
toward other nations, was recently dis- 
cussed on the floor of the United States 
Senate, when Senator Wheeler of Mon- 
tana warned against further attempts to 
strangle the radio. Mr. Neville Miller, 

resident of the National Association of 

roadcasters, had just demanded a ban 
on stations carrying programs which, 
in his opinion, tended to incite “racial 
and religious hatred”. Everyone under- 
stood, of course, that he was expressing 
the feeling of those who had objected 
to broadcasts, which explained the true 
Jewish character of international Com- 
munism. 


Mr. Wheeler said: “We could all 
agree with his sentiments but. who is 
Mr. Miller that he should set himself 
up to say when free speech should be 
denied to any citizen of the United 
States? What special wisdom does he 
possess that he can judge when I, or 
anyone else, abuses free speech? ... 
There is an hysteria sweeping over this 
Country at the present time, and unless 
checked, it is very apt to lead us into 
war with Germany or some other 
totalitarian power.” 


VERY observer of national trends 
knows that an attempt is being 
made, to provoke a war between the 
United States and Germany, on trump- 
ed up, artificial issues, When a man 
in public life dares advocate peaceful 
relations between these two countries, 
he immediately becomes the target of 
a smear campaign. <A late example of 
this is to be noted in the treatment 
accorded to Senator Reynolds of North 
“arolina. . .. 


During the course of a discussion in 


the Senate, on the possibility of the 
United States being drawn into 
Europe’s troubles, Reynolds quoted 
from an article by Erika Mann, and 
said: “This person says we must fight. 
I do not know who Erika Mann is; but 
Erika Mann says our neutrality laws 
are all wrong. Erika Mann does not 
hesitate a moment about criticising the 
action of the United States of Amer- 
ica.” 

Thereupon, Erika Mann was identi- 
fied as the daughter of Thomas Mann, 
an alien. Senator Lewis explained that 
“Professor Mann is of Jewish birth”. 


Reynolds replied: “And so_ the 
daughter of an alien in America is 
criticising the members of this body 
and telling the people of the United 
States that we must go to war and 
murder Hitler and the whole outfit.... 
I only wish that my voice were suf: 
ficiently strong to reach the ears of 
every man, woman and child residing 
within the confines of the United 
States, because I want the 130-million 
people of America, and particularly the 
mothers of America, to know that 
among those who are pushing us into 
war are those who, I am advised, are 
not even American citizens, and the 
others are Communists.” 


These words became a virtual signal 
to start the smear machinery! Propa- 
gandists Drew Pearson and Robert Al- 
len, who write the daily column known 
as the “Washington Merry-Go-Round”, 
took occasion to release a caustic blast 
against Senator Reynolds a few days 
later, in which they called him a 
“breast-beater” and referred to his 
Senate speeches as “moanings”. 


Time, the weekly magazine, followed 
the same policy, by hurling invectives 
at both Senator Reynolds and Congress- 
man Martin Dies. 


Congressman Dies was called a 
“demagogue” and Senator Reynolds 
was accused of trying to imitate him. 
Both were compared with Father Di- 
vine. In a cynical vain, disgusting no 
doubt to the majority of Time’s readers, 
the article said: “Bob Reynolds ad- 
mires opportunist Dies. He has seized 
upon his issue of ‘isms’ in the U. S 
and, while liking Nazism better than 
Communism, he last week announced 
a new U. S. mass movement based on 
opposition to all foreign ‘isms’. Bob 


Reynolds undoubtedly would like to be 
another Huey, but so far hasn’t shown 
the makings. When Huey spoke in the 
Senate, the chamber was jammed. 
When Bob speaks, it empties.” 


HE Consiitution of the United States 

provides for a free press. But un- 
der the present system, it is anything 
but free. A rigid censorship exists. 
Methods are being used to inflame 
popular opinion, which leave the pub- 
lic defenseless. Truth means nothing to 
those who, controlling the press, radio 
and motion picture industry, are able 
to produce whatever reactions they de- 
sire amony the masses of people. 


The art of directing public sentiment 
in a democracy, involves a scientific 
and complex technique, tuned down to 
an exactness which leaves nothing to 
luck or chance. 


The following experience came under 
my personal observation less than a 
year ago. ... Two Jews, said to be rep- 
resenting a national Jewish organiza- 
tion, were sent to convey a message to 
a man sufficiently prominent in public 
life, that his name is a household word 
in every part of the United States. They 
sought to enlist his support in (to use 
their language) “crucifying” a certain 
individual who was seeking an office in 
the national government, and whose 
stand on the question of Communism 
made him objectionable, to the inter- 
ests which they represented. 


When the man hesitated, he was in- 
formed bluntly by the Jews, that un- 
less he yielded to their demands, his 
name would be “painted mud” in all 
the newspapers of America “within ten 
days”. They returned twenty-four 
hours later for an answer, and found 
him to be in a most submissive atti- 
tude, ready to assist them in the pro- 
posed scheme of ruining the objection- 
able candidate for public office. With- 
in a few days, a nation-wide campaign 
of falsehood and vilification was in 
progress, by press and radio, against the 
man running for office, who had been 
unfortunate enough, to draw to himself, 
the wrath of American Jewry. 


It is anything but pleasant for Chris- 
tians and patriots to realize that the 
channels of public information have to 
a great extent, been polluted, but there

that the sympathies of the present Ad- 


ministration in general, and the Presi- 
dent in particular, are difinitely on the 
side of Jewry and Communism. This 
fact came to focus when, by accident, 
it was discovered that a delegation of 
French aviators had been admitted to 
the United States and given access to 
military secrets, which the public never 
dreamed were being exposed to foreign 
eyes. 


Special hearings were held by the 
Senate Committee on Military Affairs 
and although the Administration sought 
to suppress the record, a report of the 
testimony finally leaked out — in the 
public interest. 


It then became known that Roose- 
velt had personally sided with his Jew- 
ish Secretary of the Treasury, Henry 
Morgenthau, Jr., during a cabinet meet- 
ing, against War Secretary Harry H. 
Woodring, in putting America’s No. 1 
military aircraft at the disposal of the 
French. William C. Bullitt, a half Jew, 
Ambassador to France and personal 
friend of Lenin’s, was also a party to 
the transaction. 


Morgenthau left no doubt with Com- 
mittee members, but what the deal was 
aimed as a direct thrust at the Ger- 
man people. He said the French had 
to have planes that were as good, or 
better, than those owned and operated 
by Germany. ° 


The hearings also disclosed that the 
secrets were released over the protest 
of General Malin Craig, chief of staff 
of the Army. 


In addition to giving guarded in- 
formation to France, it also developed 
that the Treasury Department had been 
helping both China, and the Communist 
Government of Spain, through special 
loans. This came to light when Wayne 
C. Taylor, an assistant to Morgenthau, 
resigned on February 16, 1939. 


These, and other facts, show clearly 
that American foreign policy, under the 
New Deal, is being shaped to lend com- 
fort, in every way possible, to the cause 
of international Communism. 


Assume that Roosevelt succeeds in 
provoking a war with Germany. As- 
sume that we land our boys on French 
soil once more. Assume that the Rhine 
becomes the American frontier. As- 
sume that Russia pushes from the east.

— present attempt to kindle war 

passions among the American peo- 
ple, quickens vivid memories of other 
days, when we sent our boys “across 
the pond” to win “a war to end wars”. 
There no longer remains any question 
as to the part played by the interna- 
tional hidden hand, in drawing the 
United States into the World War. 


Public sentiment was definitely 
against American participation in the 
European struggle. A President had 
just been reelected on the slogan that 
“he kept us out of war”. Until a com- 
paratively few weeks prior to Wood- 
row Wilson’s declaration of war to the 
Congress, there was unquestioned op- 
position to our entrance into the holo- 
caust, then raging in Europe. But 
something happened that changed the 
whole trend of thought almost over 
night. 


There is much to imply that the high 
command of international Jewry had, 
from the beginning, been favorable to 
Germany’s side of the conflict. Those 
were the days when the Warburgs, and 
other Jewish families, held sway over 
the economic life of the Nation. The 
outcome of the war was_ uncertain. 
Predictions were being made, that first 
one side and then the other, would win. 


Then something happened! A terrif- 
ic bombardment of the public’ mind, be- 
gan in the United States. Floods of 
anti-German propaganda were releas- 
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ed. One writer, a former official in 
the State department, looking back up- 
on the artificial currents and cross- 
currents, thus created during those 
days of uncertainty, says: 


“In consequence of all this, Ameri- 
can thought became involved in a maze 
of misunderstanding on almost eve 
issue. Struggling in the dark labyrint 
of falsehood, confused, misled, the or- 
dinary voter knew not what sign to 
believe, whither to turn, where to go.” 


The public was in a quandary, 
but the hidden interests knew what 
they were doing, where they were 
headed, and how best to proceed 
in inflaming the war passions of 
the masses. 


When the Jewish-owned, Jewish-edit- 
ed New York Times served notice on 
Wilson that he must act, a profound 
impression was made upon his mind. 
But even then, the President was re- 
luctant to face the inevitable. 


Colonel House, who was always at 
his side, probing him in the direction 
that the internationalists desired, says: 
“He reiterated his belief that it would 
be a crime for this Government to in- 
volve itself in war to such an extent, 
as to make it impossible to save Eu- 
rope afterward”. 

House gives this as a part of his 
description of the events which took 
place in Wilson’s private living quar- 
ters, the very day that Secretary of 
State Lansing was preparing special 
passports to send the German Ambas- 
sador home, in anticipation of war be- 
tween the two countries. The myster- 
ious Colonel tells significantly, how he

ORESEEING the heart-aches, mis- 
ery, bloodshed, and economic dis- 
aster, which would come upon Amer- 
ican homes, lives and institutions, it is 
clearly evident that Wilson’s sensitive 
Christian conscience was making heavy 
demands upon his soul. He found him- 
self caught between two fires. House 
described him that day, as being “sad 
and depressed .. . not able to get his 
balance”. 


It is clearly evident that he was be- 
ing pressed into something, against 
which his better self revolted. But, 
caught in a whirlpool, the circum- 
stances were carrying him closer and 
closer to the center. There can be no 
question but what he was well aware 
of the responsibility that the interna- 
tionalists had thrust upon him. He was 
cognizant of the immorality of war. 


From whence this pressure that was 
being exercised against him? The ans- 
wer is... international Jewry had de- 
cided that Germany was to be defeated. 


In London during 1937, a pamphlet 
was published by Dr. Samuel Landman 
entitled “Great Britain, the Jews and 
Palestine”. 


The Author has been for years, one 
of the outstanding leaders of the Zion- 
ist movement. In 1912 he was Honorary 
Secretary of the Joint Zionist Council 
of the United Kingdom. The years 1913 
and 1914 found him serving as one of 
the editors of the magazine, The Zion- 
ist. He was Solicitor and Secretary to 
the Zionist Organization 1917 to 1922. 
At the present time, he is serving as 
Adviser to the New Zionist Organiza- 
tion. 


He describes Zionism as possessing 
“unsuspected influence” with the na- 
tions—the natural inference being that 
Jewish organizations have ability to 
work through members of their race 
who occupy strategic positions in all 
governments. 


Dr. Landman tells of demands which 
Jewry had made upon Germany and 
emphasizes their inherent dislike for 
the Russian Empire as governed by the 
Czar. We read: “During the critical 
days of 1916, and of the impending de- 
fection of Russia, Jewry, as a whole 
was against the Czarist regime, and 
hoped that’ Germany, if victorious, 
would, in certain circumstances, give 
them Palestine.” 


When Germany finally refused to 
deal further with international Jewry 
in 1916, she soon felt the full force of 
the “unsuspected influence”, which had 
until that time, been held in check. 


The die was cast. The Jews had de- 
cided that America was to enter the 
World War on the side of the Allies. 
This was the hardest blow they could 
possibly deliver against the Germans. 


bap SUING propaganda was made to 
appeal to the highest ideals of the 
American people. We were told that 
destiny had placed upon us the re- 
sponsibility for making the “world safe 
for democracy”. The public mind be- 
gan to be bombarded with carefully 
prenared slogans. Looking back, we 
can see that war passions ignited very 
quickly. 


It has been pointed out that religion 
was in no way involved in the demands 
which Dr. Landman discusses. It was 
purely a matter of politics—interna- 
tional politics, played as a game, in 
which the lives of millions of human be- 
ings were certain to be snuffed out! 
He makes it clear that England showed 
a willingness to accept the plan which 
Germany rejected. The other Allied 
powers were soon brought into line. The 
Allies were remunerated, he says, by 
the fact that Jewry was able to wield 
the “influence” needed for pulling us 
into the struggle. 


With amazing candor, Dr. Landman 
says: “The fact that it was Jewish help 
that brought the U.S.A. into the war 
on the side of the Allies, has rankled 
ever since in German—especially Nazi 
—minds, and has contributed in no 
small measure to the prominence which 
anti-Semitism occupies in the Nazi pro- 
gram.” 
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The Author tells of a “gentlemen’s 
agreement” made with the heads of the 
British government, in which it was 
agreed that Palestine was to be handed 
over to the Jews, if the Jews in turn, 
would pull America into the war. This 
calls into question, the novel story that 
the “Balfour Declaration” resulted 
from the fact, that Dr. Chaim Weizman 
was supposed to have exchanged an 
important chemical secret during the 
war, for England’s promise that the 
Holy Land would be given to them. 


Dr. Landman’s record of the trans- 
action is as follows: 


“An interesting account of the nego- 
tiations has already appeared in the 
Jewish press, and need not be repeated 
here in detail, except to recall that im- 
mediately after the ‘gentlemen’s agree- 
ment’ between Sir Mark Sykes, author- 
ized by the War Cabinet, and the Zion- 
ists, cable facilities through the War 
Office, the Foreign Office, and British 
Embassies, Legations, etc., were given 
the latter to communicate the glad tid- 
ings to their friends and organizations 
in America and elsewhere, and the 
change in public and official opinion, as 
reflected in the American press, in fav- 
or of joining the Allies in the War, was 
as gratifying as it was surprisingly 
rapid ... In Germany, the value of the 
bargain to the Allies, ~ 5 panna was 
duly and carefully noted.” 


When the war was over, General Lu- 
dendorff of the German army, stated 
that this deal, made between the Allies 
and the Jews, contributed greatly to 
the final defeat of the Central Powers. 


N the English side of the Atlantic, 
a James A. Malcolm seems to have 
been in charge of negotiations . . . On 
the American side, Woodrow Wilson 
was largely surrounded by powerful 
leaders of the Jewish race. Dr. Land- 
man shows that the Zionist leaders ap- 
proached their task with a feeling of 
advance security as far as the United 
States was concerned, regardless of the 
fact that public sentiment had been, un- 
til then, overwhelmingly opposed’ to 
American participation in the war. He 
says: 

“Mr. James A. Malcolm, who was al- 
ready aware of German prewar efforts 
to secure a foothold in Palestine 
through the Zionist Jews, and of the ab- 
ortive Anglo-French demarches at 
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Washington and New York; and knew 
that Mr. Woodrow Wilson, for good 
and sufficient reasons, always attached 
the greatest importance to the advice 
of a very prominent Zionist (Mr. Jus- 
tice Brandeis, of the U. S. Supreme 
Court); and was in close touch with 
Mr. Greenberg, Editor of the Jewish 
Chronicle (of London); and knew that 
several important Zionist Jewish lead- 
ers had already gravitated to London 
on the qui vive, awaiting events; and 
appreciated and realized the depth and 
strength of Jewish national aspira- 
tions; spontaneously took the initiative 
to convince, first of all,. Sir Mark 
Sykes, (Under Secretary to the British 
War Cabinet) and afterwards Monsieur 
Georges Picot, (of the French Embassy 
in London) and Monsieur Gout (of the 
Quai d’Orsay, Eastern Section), that 
the best and perhaps the only way 
(which proved so to be) .... to induce 
the American President to come into 
the War, was to secure the cooperation 
of the Zionist Jews, by promising them 
Palestine, and thus enlist and mobilize 
the hitherto unsuspectedly powerful 
forces of Zionist Jews in America, and 
elsewhere, in favour of the Allies on a 
quid pro quo basis. Thus, as will be 
seen, the Zionists, having carried out 
their part, and greatly helped to bring 
America in, the Balfour Declaration of 
1917 was but the public confirmation 
of the necessarily secret ‘Gentlemen’s 
agreement’ of 1916, made with previous 
knowledge acquiescence and/or ap- 
proval of the Arabs, and of the British, 
American, French and other Allied 
Governments.” 


N VIEW of these disclosures, let us 

put out of our minds, any thought 
that we were fighting for high and holy 
ideals, during the World War. Away 
with the notion that it was the will of 
God, we entered the conflict. 


If common sense prevails in the 
months just ahead, the American people 
will adopt a realistic attitude, be sus- 
picious of every form of war talk com- 
ing into their homes by press and ra- 
dio, and resolve never again to allow 
a spirit of hate to be kindled toward 
any Power, which might tend to take 
our boys beyond the frontiers of the 
United States. 


If Dr. Landman is correct in his 
statements, then there can be no ques- 
tion but what international Jewry, was 
responsible for our entrance into the 
World War. And what is more impor- 
tant, is the fact that he has shown 


the motive. 
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This being the case, we should ask 
ourselves whether or not, the same 
race of ‘people may have special rea- 
sons for wishing to provoke another 
war, this time between the United 
States and Europe’s Fascist powers— 
an alignment which, as_ previously 
indicated, would find us fighting on 
the side of Soviet Russia! 


There was therefore irony, in the 
speech, delivered a few days ago by the 
head of the German Government, before 
the Reichstag, wherein he said that 
German soldiers have never fought on 
American soil except in the cause of 
American independence. “But Ameri- 
can soldiers were brought to Europe,” 
he declared, “To help strangle a great 
nation which was striving for its free- 
dom. Germany did not attack Ameri- 
ca, but America attacked Germany.” 


He continued: “Actually, the asser- 
tion that Germany is planning an at- 
tack on America could be disposed of 
with a mere laugh, and one would pre- 
fer to pass over in silence the incessant 
agitations of certain British war- 
mongers. ... ‘ 


“The German Nation has no feeling 
of hatred towards England, America, 
or France. All it wants is peace and 
quiet. But these other nations are 
continually being stirred up to hatred 
of Germany and the German people, by 
Jewish and non-Jewish agitators. ... 


“I therefore consider it necessary 
that from now on our propaganda and 
our press should always make a point 
of answering these attacks, and above 
all, bring them to the notice of the 
German people. 


“If the international Jewish finan- 
ciers in and outside Europe should suc- 
ceed in plunging the nations once more 
into a world war, then the result will 
not be the Bolshevization of the earth, 
and thus the victory of Jewry, but the 
annihilation of the Jewish race in Eu- 








rope, for the time when the non-Jewish 
— had no propaganda is at an 
end.... 


“At the moment the Jews in certain 
countries may be fomenting hatred un- 
der the protection of the press, of the 
film, of wireless propaganda, of the 
theatre, of literature etc., all of which 
they control. If this nation should 
once more succeed in inciting the mil- 
lions which compose the nations into a 
conflict which is utterly senseless and 
only serves Jewish interests, then there 
will be revealed the effectiveness of. an 
enlightenment (proving that) ... na- 
tions are no longer willing to die on the 
battlefield so that this international 
race may profiteer from a war or sat- 
isfy its Old Testament vengeance.”

URNING now, from the political to 
the prophetical, we read in our 
Lord’s description of the end-time, that 
there will be “wars and rumors of 
wars” down to the final climax. “For 
nation shall rise against nation, and 
kingdom against kingdom: and there 
shall be famines, and pestilences, and 
earthquakes in divers places.” . 


The signs of the times indicate that 
the Age of Grace is drawing to a close. 
The fulfillment of Matthew 24:30 can 
not be far distant: 


“And then shall appear the sign of 
the Son of man in heaven: and then 
shall all the tribes of the earth mourn, 
and they shall see the Son of man com- 
ing in the clouds of heaven with power 
and great glory.” 

Statesmen could be spared many 
headaches if they would examine 
the prophecies systematically, with 
a view of determining in which 
direction the predicted program of 
the ages, is moving. They would 
find an up-to-date statement in the

Word of God, about many of the 
international problems with which 
they are grappling. 


(1) For instance, present-day dis- 
turbances, resulting from international 
Communist propaganda, are outlined in 
the sixth chapter of Revelation. The 
red program is purposely designed, as 
a destructionist agency. to promote re- 
volutions within nations, and wars be- 
tween nations. 


The red horse of the Apocalypse gal- 
lops over the world “to take peace from 
the earth”, and to cause men to “kill 
one another”. 


Revelation 6:3-4, “And when he had 
opened the second seal, I heard the 
second beast say, Come and see. And 
there went out another horse that was 
red: and power was given to him that 
sat thereon to take peace from the 
earth, and that they should kill one an- 
other: and there was given unto him a 
great sword.” 





(2) Another war in Europe is inevit- 
able. Mussolini faces west, believing 
that modern Italy is destined to revive 
the old Roman Empire. This is not a 
new thing to students of Bible proph- 
ecy. Books have been written on the 
subject for hundreds of years. Old 
Rome completely surrounded the Medi- 
terranean Sea, hence the proud boast 
of the Caesars that this body of water 
had become a “Roman lake”. 


The Italians are today crowding the 
Rock of Gibraltar at one end of the 
Mediterranean, and the Suez Canal at 
the other, The British “life line” is al- 
ready in jeopardy. Fascism is the 
spirit of the revived Roman beast, as 
visualized in Daniel 7:7, “After this I 
saw in the night visions, and behold a 
fourth beast, dreadful and terrible, and 
strong exceedingly; and it had great 
iron teeth; it devoured and brake in 
pieces, and stamped the residue with 
the feet of it: and it was diverse from 
all the beasts that were before it; and 
it had ten horns.” 


The Fascist victory in Spain is a 
long step toward the resurrection of 


the old Roman Empire. Italian air and 
submarine bases are already established 
within a short distance of Gibraltar. 
Powerful Fascist guns are likewise 
planted west, north and south of the 
famous Rock. 


Daniel predicted Christ’s return in 
these words: “I saw in the night vi- 
sions, and, behold, one like the Son of 
man came with the clouds of heaven.” 


The second coming of Christ means 
the destruction of the Roman beast and 
the establishment of a theocratic form 
of government to replace it. Daniel 7: 
11, “I beheld then because of the voice 
of the great words which the horn 
spake: I beheld even till the beast was 
slain, and his body destroyed, and giv- 
en to the burning flame.” 


(3) Germany, on the other hand, 
faces east, the path outlined by Bis- 
marck for the future of his country. 
This eastward march, long predicted 
by believers in Bible prophecy, began in 
earnest with the release of Sudeten 
Germans from the misrule of the Benes 
government, 


It is generally believed that Ger- 
many’s first blow at Soviet Russia, 
will be an attempt to deliver the Uk- 
raine from the hands of the reds. Grand 
Duke Vladimir Cyrilovitch, of Russian 
nobility, now an exile in. France, was 
a recent guest in Berlin. His depar- 
ture from Paris produced a great stir 
among White Russians living on French 
territory. A press dispatch from Paris, 
at the time Vladimir made the trip, 
says: 

“News received in local Russian cir- 
cles particularly by those of Ukrainian 
extraction, from relatives and friends 
in a trans-Carpathian Ukraine, indi- 
cate that vreat efforts are being made 
by pvro-German agents in forming a 
free corps of Ukrainians to be used 
for eventual action against Soviet Uk- 
raine, together with similar bodies al- 
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ready made up of Ukrainian emigres 
in Germanv and elsewhere. 


“The fact that an Orthodox religious 
academy has existed in Breslau for 
three years together with a Reich-sub- 
ventioned seminary for Orthodox Uk- 
rainian priests has convinced local ob- 
servers that Chancellor Hitler is count- 
ing on the cooperation of the Ukrainian 
Church to help build an united Ukrain- 
ian State under German domination.” 


Bible students have always anticipat- 
ed an ultimate consolidation of Russian 
and German interests, in connection 
with the fulfillment of Ezekiel 38:1-6. 
As Meshech refers to Moscow, as Tubal 
to Tobolsk, so Gomer refers to Ger- 
many. A final alignment of nations, 
stretching across Russia, China and 
Japan, known to prophetical analysts 
as the “Northern Confederacy”, is be- 
lieved to be in the offing. 


These are matters which were fer- 
retted out years, even centuries ago, by 
illuminated souls, who have had the 
spiritual capacity to look down the 
vista of time (through the telescope of 
prophecy), to that period of the world’s 
history which would precede the return 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. 


To know Bible prophecy does not - 
make one, less a patriot! Indeed, a 
knowledge of the signs of the times, 
causes the child of God to love his 
Country, his Flag, his cherished Chris- 
tian institutions, the more! It gives 
him chart and compass for use in the 
storm through which he is passing. 
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hrist never joked about sin. He 
knew what it had done for 
Satan and the human race. He 
knew if He should redeem man 
from sin, it would cost Him His 


life. 


Ever since the Fall of man, God has 
bent every effort to deliver human be- 
ings’ from the eternal consequences of 
evil and to plant His righteousness in 
their hearts. When the Holy Spirit 
was sent into the world, His main task 
was to “convict the world of sin”. 
The task of Christ was to provide sal- 
vation. The purpose of the Bible was 
to make clear the divine plan of re- 
demption. 

To bring about this plan, God mar- 
shalled the angelic hosts, restrained 
Satan and the legions of evil spirits, 
and then commissioned redeemed men 
to herald the good news of Christ’s 
blood-bought salvation to every crea-

understanding of Himself. But when 
Paul wrote the book of Romans, he 
showed how mankind had departed 
from this original knowledge. 


Said he: “They did not like to re- 

tain God in their knowledge”. And 

: “They changed the incorrupti- 

ble God into an image and His truth 
into a lie.” 


Evolutionists once boldly asserted 
that the human race began its reli- 
gious activities as polytheists — which 
contradicted the Bible. But' modern 
archaeological discoveries show con- 
clusively that man’s first religious im- 
pulses were purely monotheistic—which 
corroborates the teaching of the Scrip- 
tures. Dr. Langdon, of Oxford, the 
greatest living authority on cuneiform 
literature says that Monotheism pre- 
ceded ~~ in all parts of the 
world, evidence from the most 
ancient libraries of cuneiform tablets, 
show that Monotheism was the origin- 
al religion of the race. 


Heathen Attitude Toward Sin 


The non-Christian religions have no 
true knowledge of sin, nor have they 
any righteousness to impart to their 
devotees. Buddha diagnosed sin as a 


producer of “misery” but he never con- 


sidered its guilt. Mencius, one of 
China’s foremost teachers, said: “The 
tendency of man’s heart to be good is 
like the tendency of water to flow down- 
ward. If men do that which is not 
good, the blame cannot be laid to their 
natural powers.” 


The Brahman pundit still declares: 
“Since I am a part of God and God is 
a part of me, I cannot be held responsi- 
ble for my actions. Whatever He may 
do in me must be right, because it is 
God that does it.” Their followers can 
steal, lie and quarrel without thinking 
it is sinful, but they dare not touch a 
person of another caste. 


I remember hearing a noted Hindu 
teacher, Swami Vivikananda, speak at 
the Chicago Parliament of Religions 
in 1898. He said: “The worst lie you 
ever told yourself was that you are a 
sinner and a wicked man. You are 
the children of God, the sharers of im- 
mortal bliss, holy and perfect beings”. 


I beg to question his statement 
for at t time, I had charge of the 
Christian work which Dwight L. 
Moody was carrying on at the Cook 
County Jail, where there were some 
1,500 prisoners so crowded together 
that there were sometimes three in one 
cell, They were samples of thousands 
more who roamed-the streets. It would 
have caused a shout of derision, if we 
had told them they were “perfect be- 
ings” “children of God” “sharing im- 
mortal bliss”. . 


Mohammed declared that the great- 
est sin in the world, is that of saying 
that Christ is God. 


Indian Gurus teach that it is wrong 
to call men sinners, since the acts of 
this life are wholly governed by the 
conduct of some previous existence, for 
a the person is not now responsi- 

le. 


Confucius failed to deal with the rela- 
tion of human beings to God, and there- 
fore did not consider man a sinner 
against divine justice. 


Speculations like those described 
above are convincing proof that the 
heathen “became vain in their reason- 
ings”, and thus produced the non-Chris- 
tian religions and cults of all historic 
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The Sin Problem, Continued 


Speculations as to the origin of sin 
and its abode in the human body have 
furnished an equal proof of man’s “vain 
reasoning”. Some Indian pundits de- 
clared that sin rests in the hair, and 
I have seen men down at the ghats 
shaving the hair off their bodies in 
order to free themselves from sin. 


The Parsees had a different view 
for they declared: “Sin rests in the 
blood and to dry up the blood will dry 
up the sin.” This indicates that a large 
corpulent man would be full of sin 
while a small shriveled person would be 
comparatively free from it. 


These fanciful attempts to satisfy 
the cry of human hearts for God, have 
produced a spiritual and moral chaos 
in the world; and the victims of such 
delusions sink deeper and deeper in the 
quagmire of iniquity from which they 
have only been promised deliverance 
by deceptive nostrums. It is better to 
have a religion that tells you just what 
you are... and then saves you, than 
to have one that flatters, but causes 
the loss of your soul. 


We can always determine the source 
of a religion by the way it deals with 
sin, God wants sin crucified, man 
wants it sugar-coated! When a reli- 
gion teaches that you are not very bad, 
that deliverance from sin is within your 
own power, you can be sure it is man- 

ie. 


_ If a person offered to show you an 
ingenius way to commit suicide, would 
you think him your friend? That is 
all that Buddha, and others, offered 
their followers. When a religious 
teacher invents a way of salvation, be- 
ware, for his heaven will be invented 
also. When a religion is based on re- 
form, you can guarantee that it is 
worthless. 


Man is constantly seeking to over- 
come the effects of sin while at the 
same time continuing its practice and 
ignoring its guilt. Some teachers have 
been fond of inventing “religious ma- 
chinery” but they have had no power 
to make it produce “divine righteous- 
ness”,

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The Bible says of Christ: “Through 
this man is preached unto you the for- 
giveness of sins,” Acts 13:38. “By 
Grace are ye saved through faith; and 
that not of yourselves: it is the gift 
of God.” Eph. 2:8. “Neither is there 
salvation in any other.” Acts 4:12. 


Buddha said that since existence is 
the cause of suffering, the only way to 
overcome evil is to cease to exist. 


Confucius believed that man was 
capable of irradicating the evil from his 
own nature without the help of God. 


Zoroaster taught his followers to 
atone for the sins they committed, by 
killing injurious insects and trouble- 
some weeds. 


The Brahmans teach that salvation 
must come through millions of rebirths 
and that finally the soul will be absorb- 
ed into the great sea of spirit from 
which it came. 


Facing Eternity 


Hindus say: ‘Worship the gods, of- 
fer sacrifices, say prayers, bathe in the 
Ganges, make pilgrimages, do penance, 
or die with a cow’s tail in your hand.” 
_ The owner of a tea plantation in the 
island of Ceylon told me that he had 
one cow which was a great favorite 
with the Hindus. He said that over 


one hundred natives had died holding 
that cow’s tail, thinking it would in- 


sure them salvation from sin and a 
blissful state in the after life. 


Buddha said: “By one’s self the evil 
is done and by one’s self the evil must 
be purified.” . . . “Therefore O Ananda! 
Be ye lamps unto yourselves. Look 
not for refuge in any but yourselves.” 
He taught that “sacrifices, redeemers 
and mediators counted for nothing”. 


Mohammed promised his followers 
that he would guarantee to get them 
through the “judgment” but when he 
lay dying he called his favorite daugh- 
ter, Fatima, to him and said, “O 
Fatima work ye out that which will 
win ye acceptance with the Lord for 
verily I have not power to save you 
in any wise.” 

Taoism teaches that the way to 
heaven is difficult because the spirits 
are selfish and hinder one, but man 
can coerce them or bribe them with 
gifts and get through. 


Confucius had no salvation because 
he said: “I know not man in this life, 
how can I know him in the life to 
come.” His religion was meant to es- 
tablish good relations between men but 
offered nothing that would bring about 
.! “ relationship between man and 


The Parsees say: “Resist evil, do 
good, say prayers daily, wear the sac- 
red shirt and string, keep the hearth 
fire burning, etc.” After death the 
Parsees cross the abyss to heaven on 
a razor. For good Parsees, it is laid 
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flat, but for bad ones the sharp edge 
is turned up. 


When the Ephesians shouted “Great 
is Diana of the Ephesians” they gave 
the shout of devotion found through- 
out the idol world. She was the “moon 
goddess” and the “goddess of the 
chase”, The gods of the heathen are 
revered and despised at the same time. 
They are worshipped when success at- 
tends the worshipper, and maligned or 
neglected when prayers are not ans- 
wered, 


Kali is a degenerate goddess which 
is worshipped by thugs and murderers 
in India, who pray to her for help when 
they wish to commit crime. Sive, her 
husband, is worshipped by those who 
eat filth and corpses and who use 
skulls for drinking cups. Ganesh, their 
son, is the god of gambling and glut- 
tony, and is worshipped by men who 
gamble and cheat in business. 


I have seen men in India step from 
the train at a station, set up a stone, 
and bow their knees before it in prayer. 
They pray even to snakes. Once, when 

a was suffering from a drouth, Li 
Hung Chang, the great Chinese states- 
man, went into a temple and wor- 
shipped a garter snake which had 
crawled into the shrine. He _ hoped 
thus to stay the drouth. 


The heathen pray to their idols as 
though they really existed, yet if you 
should place a “loud speaker” on every 
star and call their names in your most 
persuasive tones — Kali, Ram, Siva, 
oe for ten billion years, there 
would not be the slightest response 
from one of them. 


Lives of the Founders 


_ The nature of religion is such that 
it demands. that the life of its founder 
shall be above reproach. Christ asked 
the Jews: “Which of you convinceth 
me of sin?” His earthly life was so 
simple, yet so profound, that it has 
excited the wonder of all men. 


Even Napoleon, at St. Helena, said 
concerning the Gospel story: “I never 
tire with it, and I read it daily 
with equal delight.” The Apostle Peter 
said of Christ, after thirty years of re- 
flection: “Who did not sin, neither was 
guile found in His mouth.” 1 Peter 
2:22. John, who was the most intimate- 
ly acquainted with Christ of all earthly 
people, after considering His words for 
over fifty years, said: “No un- 
righteousness is in Him.” 


Confucius refused to talk about the 
future life and never gave a hint as to 
what he thought would become of him 
after death. He declined to discuss 
miracles or supernatural power and 
made no reference to spiritual things. 
He would net consider any subject which 
his mind could not reason out. His 
celebrated motto, “Do not unto others 
what you would not have others do 
unto you” is not the utterance of a 
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loving Saviour but the policy of a 
peaceable man trying to avoid trouble. 


The celebrated translator, Legge, 
said of Confucius: “I am unable to 
recognize him as a great man. He 
threw no light on any of the questions 
which have a world wide interest. He 
gave no impulse to religion. He had no 
sympathy with progress.” Confucius 
tried to “lift himself by his own boot- 
straps” but at the end of his life he 
mournfully confessed, “I have not at- 
tained”’. 

Buddha declared that he knew of “no 
one in the universe whom he ought <o 
worship,” and thus he cut himself off 
from God. He claimed that he re- 
ceived his knowledge by the “light of 
reason and intuition alone”. He taught 
transmigration and his priests now de- 
clare that he lived in 400,000,000 worlds, 
and on this earth he had 550 births, viz., 
as an ascetic 83 times; a monarch 58 
times; a tree 43 times; a religious 
teacher 26 times, etc. He was a man, 
prince, priest, noble, gambler, serpent, 
fish, rat, jackal, crow, pig, dog, etc. 


The priests teach that when Buddha 
was born, he took seven steps and ex- 
claimed with a lion’s voice, “I am chief 
of the world. This is my last birth.” 
“Dwellers in 10,000 worlds shielded him 
with umbrellas ten miles high and 
sounded his praises on conchshells 120 
cubits long and their blasts reverberat- 
ed for four and one-half months 
throughout the universe.” 


At the age of 29 Buddha forsook his 
wife and child and went away to study 
the problem of sickness and death with 
the fatal result that he saw no way 
to overcome them except to “cease to 
exist”. Prof, Max Muller in his “Chips 
from a German Workshop” says: “The 
religion of Buddha was made for the 
madhouse”. 


Lives of Founders, Continued 


Mohammed was born about five- 
hundred years after Christ and thus 
had the greatest opportunity of any of 
the heathen teachers, to know the re- 
vealed truth as given by the Holy 
Spirit. He was subject all his life to 
epileptic fits but gave the impression 
that when these spells came on him, 
he was communicating with Gabriel and 
receiving divine instruction. His biog- 
raphers say that he conducted twenty- 
seven expeditions and in nine of them 
committed murder. 


_ He appealed for men to fight by say- 
ing: “I offer you the happiness both of 
this world and that which is to come. 
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Who therefore among you will second 
me? Impetuous Ali sprang up and 
said, ‘I, Apostle of God, will be thy 
minister. I will knock out the teeth, 
tear out the eyes, cut off the legs of 
all who oppose thee’.” Then Mohammed 
embraced him before the assembled 
guests and said: “This is my brother, 
my deputy, hear then and obey him”. 


To impress his followers to follow 
him, he told them he had. been in each 
of the seven heavens and over the door 
of each he saw the words, “There is 
no God, but God, and Mohammed is the 
prophet of God”. 


Mohammed evaded the urge of his 
disciples to work miracles by saying: 
“God has gotten through working 
miracles and has given me the sword 
with which to conquer the world.” He 
became enamored with Zainab, the wife 
of his adopted son, Zaid. When Zaid 
discovered this, he divorced Zainab so 
Mohammed could marry her for Mo- 
hammed reported a compelling revela- 
tion saying, “He who rebels against 
God and his apostle has erred with an 
obvious error.” ; 


Mohammed | disliked music, it is 
said. On one occasion, a woman im- 
provised some sarcastic verses about 
him and sang them so Mohammed could 
hear. He became so angry that he 
— an appeal for some one to kill 

er, 


Departing From This Life 


The death of these religious teach- 
ers shows the paucity of their beliefs. 
Christ was the only One whose death 
fulfilled His teaching. 


Buddha had always expressed his de- 
sire for “dissolution” but when death 
approached he resisted it and later con- 
fessed, “I had pains eveh unto death 
but overcame by force of will”. At 
Pava, he incautiously dined with a 
blacksmith’s son named Chunda and ate 
some tidbits of a wild boar, which, at 
his advanced age, he could not digest. 
In a few days he was dead. In his last 
hours he never mentioned God, sin or 
forgiveness. His mind was filled with 
his hobby of “annihilation”, and the 
“extinction of all desire”. 


Confucius died during his 78rd year 
and in the end was melancholy as he 
crooned: 

“The great mountains must crumble, 

The strong beam must break, 

And the wise man wither away like 

a plant.” 
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Confucius confessed his own failure, 
saying: “In the way of the superior 
man, there are four things, to not one 
of which have I as yet attained. (1) 
To serve my father as I would re- 


quire my son to serve me. (2) To 
serve my prince, etc. (3) To serve 
my elder brother, etc. (4) To set an 


example in behaving to a friend.” 


He said nothing about his behaviour 
before God nor did he exhibit the 
slightest interest in his future state. 
He was all absorbed in his teaching re-- 
garding the “eight fold path’. He 
was disappointed in himself and every- 
one else. Once Joo Pei wished to see 
him, but Confucius declined on the 
ground that he was sick. When the 
bearer of the message went out the 
door Confucius took up his harpsicord 
and sang so Pei could hear him. This 
has been laid up against Confucius as 
an effort to insult Pei. 


Mohammed’s death must have been 
a distressing occasion for he died in 
great agony of soul calling, “O Gabriel, 
come near me”. During his life he 
told his followers that he had been to 
heaven and had seen Christ and God, 
both of whom had endorsed him as a 
prophet. Why then, in the agony of 
death, did he not call upon or 
Christ for help? 


Alas he knew he was an imposter 
and realized that he must give account 
for his. long deceptive life. He once 
made a law that no one could marry 
a captive girl under nine months, but 
he saw a pretty girl among those cap- 
tured and married her in three months, 
and then used his assumed prophetic 
office to cover his sin. 


Christianity Compared with Other 
Religions 


Christianity is the only religion 
which dared to utter prophecy over its 
own signature. Christ said: ‘Heaven 
and earth shall pass away but my word 
shali not pass away.” Mark 13:31. 


Confucius, in the days of his pros- 
perity, expressed the hope that his re- 
ligion would last a thousand years but 
as he grew melancholy in his declin- . 
ing days, he feared that it would “die 
with him”. Christ never entertained 
any doubt for the future of His plans. 


Buddha declared that his teaching 
would last a thousand years. But 
when his monks insisted that he admit 
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nuns into his Order, he said this act 
would reduce its life to five hundred 
years. He did not realize that it has 
been the women who have kept all the 
religions alive. In India they have 
maintained great faithfulness to the 
priests and supported their religion, 
even though the priests taught them 
that they had no souls and would have 
none until they are born to be men, 
which may require 100,000,000 years. 
Both Confucianism and Buddhism have 
lasted for 2,500 years already, which 
shows that the founders were poor 
prophets. 


What a shroud of darkness regard- 
ing cosmic things would surround us 
if it were not for the Bible which says 
concerning Christ: “All things were 
made by Him and without Him was 
not anything made that was made.” 


Taoism teaches that “Nature is seen 
to do everything for herself without 
the meddling of a god.” 


Parseeism says that “Ormazd, the 
god of light, created the world and 
fixed its duration at 12,000 years.” 


Shintoism declares that before the 
gods existed, all things were enveloped 
in a huge egg of chaotic form, in 
which was the germ of life. It grew 
and caused the egg to burst. Japan 
was the first part created and is the 
“Land of the gods”. 


Buddha acknowledged no creator or 
creation, and refused to discuss the 
origin of things, or the eternity of 
matter. He made the startling asser- 
tion that it is one of the worst forms 
of heresy for any person to declare 
that he even exists. 


Mohammed was changeable in his 
views of creation, especially the crea- 
tion of man. He once taught that man 
was created from “congealed blood” 
and again he said that “God made men 
from two lumps of clay”. 


Attitudes Toward Prayer 


Christ stamped His seal of approval 
on the necessity of prayer, and prayed 
in all the activities of life. But Buddha 
said: “Pray not; the darkness will not 
brighten. Ask not from the silence, 
for it cannot speak. Within yourselves 
deliverance must be sought.” 


’ Confucius said: “He who has of- 
fended against heaven has none to 
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whom he can pray.” ‘He was a fatal- 
ist and believed that everything in the 
universe was governed by an inexora- 
ble law which prayer could not change. 


The Parsees teach that the choicest 
place for prayer is by the sea, or a 
running stream, facing the setting sun. 
They also pray before a fire with the 
mouth covered so that no saliva will 
fall into the holy fire. The very pious 
must say prayers sixteen times a day. 


Mohammedans pray five times a day 
and make it exacting. “The very act 
of coughing, spitting, sneezing or rub- 
bing the skin in consequence of a fly- 
bite in the midst of prayer renders all 
null and void and obliges the worship- 
per to say the prayers all over again.” 


The Hindus offer prayer to any- 
thing; to snakes, so they will not bite; 
to tools, so they will work. Their 
prayers are “vain repetitions” often 
made to idols which they know cannot 
hear and to imaginary beings which 
they know do not exist. In Japan I 
watched people come to the Shinto 
shrine to pray. They first rang the 
bell at the entrance to notify the spirit 
that they had come to pray. Then they 
muttered their requests while they 
gazed around at the milling crowd. 


From these evidences it can be easily 
seen that the non-Christian religions 
came from man... while Christianity 
is the revelation of God. Pagan be- 
liefs are permeated with speculation 
and uncertainty, while Christianity is 
founded on uncontrovertable truth and 
unquestioned assurance. One of the 
outstanding characteristics of Chris- 
tianity is love, which is sorely lack- 
ing in paganism. 


Buddha taught that love must be 
suppressed t6 overcome, in life. Said 
he: “Let therefore, no man love any- 
thing; those who love nothing and hate 
nothing have no fetters.” 


Christ Is Incomparable 


In the heathen world the mastery of 
evil is an exclusively human task. 
There is no change of human nature 
nor any indwelling Spirit who can im- 
part overcoming power. Buddha’s theory 
was to “Let a wise man blow off the 
impurities of himself as a smith blows 
off the impurities of silver, one by one, 
little by little, from time to time.” 


He was greatly enamored with his 
doctrine of extinction and went so far 
as to endorse suicide. When one of his 
disciples committed suicide he said: 
“Anyone who lays down this body and 
takes another one, I call blameworthy. 
Brother Channo committed suicide 
without blame.” 


On another occasion one of his 
disciples who was dying sent for him. 
As Buddha entered the room the fol- 
lower asked, “O Master Buddha, I am 
dying, Shall I live again?” Buddha 
to comfort him replied, “I am your 
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guarantee that you will never live 
again. This is your last existence.” 
What a contrast this is to the promise 
of Christ who said, “I give unto them 
eternal life and they shall never 
perish”, 


Concerning the question of the resur- 
rection, Christ stands alone. He taught 
it as a divine truth, and later proved 
it in His own life. He once said re- 
garding His life, “I have power to lay 
it down and I have power to take it 
again”. 

All the non-Christian teachers are 
still in their graves; they are await- 
ing the judgment. Buddha said, “When 
we turn from material forms we be- 
come free from desire and obtain de- 
liverance from existence so that there 
is no more return to this world.” 
Once, a young mother named Kisago- 
tami brought her dead baby to Buddha, 
asking for medicine to restore it. 
Buddha replied: “Yes, I have some. 
It is mustard seed and you must get 
it at a house where no one has ever 
died,” and so sent her away. She 
wandered long in search of it but failed 
and finally left her dead baby in a 
forest. He had deceived her. 


Nowhere has Christ’s program shone 
with greater loveliness than in His 
work of saving men from sin. All other 
teachers simply gave advice and left 
the responsibility of gaining salvation 
to their followers, while Christ paid 
the full price of redemption and pre- 
sented eternal life free. He did not lay 
down any conditions or binding pledges 
by which the human race would be com- 
pelled to guarantee the surrender of all 
sin and accept His atonement before 
He would be willing to pay the price 
of its redemption. He took the whole 
risk upon Himself. The first soul He 
took to heaven was a self-confessed 
criminal who was executed for murder. 


Christ lived in the midst of sinners, 
but never sinned; He associated with 
the rebellious, but never rebelled; He 
listened to false teachings, but pre- 
served the truth; His disciples were 
carnally minded, but His thoughts 
were always spiritual; He was lovely 
in His youth and lovely in His man- 
hood; He was lovely in His teaching 
and lovely in His friendships; He was 
lovely in His rebukes and lovely in His 
commendations; He was lovely to his 
relatives and lovely to strangers, and 
He will be lovely to all who put their 
trust in Him.

Most certainly we are in peril- 

= ous times. Today the two 
great forces of all ages are en- 
gaged in a final death battle for 
the control of men’s hearts. 


These two forces are operating 
through Secret Societies, both societies 
fighting for control of human lives by 
the doctrines they endeavor to put into 
the hearts of men. Both these doctrines 
automatically produce their own char- 
acter and result in their own form of 
government. The first Secret Society 
ts the Church; the second Secret So- 
ciety ia the Synagogue of Satan (Rev.

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“It is a curious fact that not one 
of us — as our group now stands — 
was at the Chicago Convention that 
nominated Franklin Roosevelt. None 
participated in the 1932 campaign — 
at least not in any important capacity. 
Equally significant is the fact that few, 
if any, of the 1932 wheelhorses remain 
in the administration. 


“Those of us who have had so grate- 
ful a part in shaping the recent humani- 
tarian changes in government did not 
then dream that what was called the 
‘New Deal’ was for us ‘Der Tag’—Our 
Day—our chance without violent revolu- 
tion to do what we had talked about, 
rather hopelessly, ever since the great 
disaster of 1929. 


“The Senatorial campaign policy 
committee of old Democratic fogies — 
always in those first days, but never 
since — was consulted by the candi- 
date on all matters of Democratic poli- 
cy and the text of speeches. When we 
got the reins, we neither consulted nor 
asked them. We just told them. We 
made the policies of the party. Their 
job was to execute them. It would 
have been impossible at that state to 
have revealed any such revolutionary 
departures as we had in mind — even 
if the candidate himself had considered 
them — which he had not — definitely! 
It would have been both impossible and 
unwise. For if they had been revealed 
— either in 1932 or 1936 — our man 
Roosevelt could never have been elect- 


“It is true that we didn’t have any 
positive or affirmative influence in the 
19382 campaign. But we had already 
begun to have negative influence 
through one who shall remain nameless, 
— as all of us wish to be, — but who 
has the greatest influence throughout 
the Government and with the most 
‘liberal? members of our highest courts. 


“For example, the reactionary mem- 
bers of the Brain Trust had written 
for the candidate a scathing speech on 
Government extravagance. You will re- 
call the Tory phrase in that speech: 
‘Taxes are paid in the sweat of every 
man who labors.’ He delivered the 
speech almost exactly as written except 
for one part, 


“That part contained a destructive 
assault on the practice of ‘deficit fi- 
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nancing’ as almost the exact equiva- 
lent of printing-press money. It said 
that the only difference is that in- 
stead of printing fiat money with no 
value behind it, the Government writes 
up bank credit with no value behind 
it by forcing bonds for its deficits on 
the banks. It is worse than printing 
money, because it takes the people’s 
savings in return for ledger credits. 
This may be true, but we didn’t pur- 
pose to destroy the best weapon for our 
fight for collectivism and redistribu- 
tion of wealth. 


“The candidate was actually about 
to deliver this attack, when he-who- 
shall-be-nameless (The American 
Magazine of February, 1934, says this 
man is Felix Frankfurter, whom Gen- 
eral Johnson had previously called “the 
most influential person in America” 
and whom ex-president Theodore 
Roosevelt denounced as a Bolshevik and 
the most dangerous radical in America, 
and whom Franklin Roosevelt has ap- 
pointed to the Supreme Court. The Au- 
thor) rushed one of us to the confer- 
ence on that speech. He successfully 
urged that the new administration 
might find it convenient to practice the 
same kind of financing. That part of 
the speech was thus eliminated. That, 
I think, was the first triumph for our 
school of thought — remote and insig- 
nificant as it then seemed. 





“It was really not remote, and it was 
not insignificant. It is one of our most 
important principles that the way to 
replace the capitalist system is by no 
such crudity as violently seizing pro- 
perty and savings. It can be done so 
much more easily and quietly by in- 
creasing taxation on estates and in- 
comes, and by substituting Government 
I. O. U.’s for the evidence and security 
of the people’s savings in banks and 
insurance companies. The money you 
thus take from those who have it, you 


can use to purchase the support of | 


those who have little, by unlimited 
spending of it for their relief from the 
effect of our policies during this transi- 
tion stage. We must first destroy the 
capitalist system before we can replace 
it. But while we are doing it, we must 
keep the people quiet... . 
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“We do not believe in property or 
the ‘profits’ or ‘capitalist’ system, and 
we intend to change it. But we are 
moving far more intelligently than our 
equally idealistic brethren in Russia. 
We shall do it so gradually and so 
painlessly that it will be an accomplish- 
ed fact before the silly, ignorant, tra- 
dition-bound ‘professional Americans’ 
realize what has happened. We are 
not hampered by their blind worship 
of sacred cows — Bible, Constitution, 
home and flag; and we do not intend to 
arouse anguished cries for these fetish- 
es—before which they starve. By seem- 
ing to revere them, we shall continue 
to our goals. 

“An individual named Doctor Wirt 
repeated gossip that one of us had said 
that Mr. Roosevelt was only the Keren- 
sky of this revolution. Dr. Wirt did- 
n’t know the half of it — and couldn’t 
prove that. That may have been said. 
I didn’t hear it. But if it was said, it 
was silly. Mr. Roosevelt may be Ker- 
ensky, but it is not our idea to move 
on any such silly and violent lines as 
Lenin did. We are too intelligent. We 
can get our objective more simply. Mr. 
Roosevelt serves our purpose perfectly. 
With him in our hands, we need neither 
a Kerensky, a Lenin nor a Stalin. We 
can make a Stalin out of him as easily 
as we made a Kerensky.... 


“The rapidly changing successors 
were Ray Moley, Rex Tugwell, Mr. 
Richberg, and finally Mr. High. ... He 
(Mr. High) conceived a flashing idea to 
transfer the Northern negro vote—Re- 
publican for generations—in block to 
Mr. Roosevelt’s column — our column. 
That was of the utmost importance. Ina 
close election in the seven States of 
greatest national electoral voting power, 
that block holds the balance of power. 
Mr. High’s idea was also precisely in line 
with our purpose to convert the Demo- 
cratic party from its old makeup into 
a proletarian party — a party (as our 
Mr. Hopkins says) of the ‘have-nots’ 
against the ‘haves’). This plan relies 
on organizing all discontents — the 
negroes, the unemployed, organized la- 
bor and as many of the traditionally 
Republican farmers (who had for so 
long been neglected by the national 
Government) as we could subsidize by 
our ‘gentle rain of checks’ from the 
Federal treasury. 

“On any computation, especially as 
long as the feudalistic South could be 
held in line by its blind Democratic 
tradition, that grouping would make 
a vast Presidential majority. It can be 
kept continuously as long as we can 
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tax and borrow the money to keep these 
discontents satisfied. 


“As the months have passed and the 
issues seem more clear, we are begin- 
ning to believe that we can retain our 
majority of discontents without the 
‘States Right’ Democrats of the ‘Solid 
South’. We can do it by enfranchis- 
ing the Southern Negroes to add to 
our other discontents. That is our next~ 
objective. 


“Our ideas may seem complex and 
bold. But they are necessary to the 
stupendous task of re-orienting so 
great a nation away from its ancient 
fetishes and toward a completely new 
ideology. . .. 


“Negroes, North and South — the 
unemployed — as much of labor as is

“As long as we can keep a reason- 
able control of Congress and the Exe- 
cutive, we can, through subsidy, make 
the minority of those who have pro- 
perty pay for their domination and 
despoilment by the votes of all those 
who have less.

Archaeological Light On Jeremiah 
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JEREMIAH is called the “Weep- 

ing Prophet”. He _ lived at 
Anathoth, about three miles 
north of Jerusalem. He began a 
special testimony to his nation in 
B.C. 629. His public ministry con- 
tinued for nearly a half century. 


He watched national trends and in- 
terpreted the mind of the Lord to a 
rebellious and disobedient people. He 
was persecuted by the Jews and would 
have at one time perished in a well, 
into which he had been thrown, but 
for the efforts of a black man to save 
him (Jeremiah 38:6-13). 


This prophet appears to have been 
both timid and sensitive. He was there- 
fore a suitable messenger of wrath and 
judgment. His message was delivered 
in tears. Politically, he was pro-Baby- 
lon and anti-Egypt. He denounced the 
Egyptian alliances of Judah’s_ kings. 
He was opposed to the court, the cler- 
gy, and the nation. To the ruling 
classes, he was persistent trouble-mak- 
er. 


Some of his prophecies dealt with 
the distant future of the Jewish peo- 
ple. After the ee of Jerusalem by 
Nebuchadnezzar, he was carried off by 
a party of rebellious Jews to Egypt, 
where tradition says he was martyred.

On January 29, 1985, the Marston 
Expedition, at Tell ed-Duweir (La- 
chish) made some priceless discoveries 
which have to do with the historicity 
of the book of Jeremiah. 


These archaeolo; accomplish- 
ments throw new light upon the person 


of the prophet as an interesting Old 
Testament character, and at the same 
time serve to clear up and confirm Bibli- 
cal accounts of great importance. 


Lachish was a strongly fortified city, 
situated in the south-eastern portion of 
Palestine, on the seacoast plain. Ac- 
cording to Jeremiah 34:7 it was among 
the last cities to fall at the time of Nebu- 
chadnezzar’s invasion. Today it is iden- 
tified with Tell el-Hesy, a mound in 
the Wady el-Hesy, which runs six miles 
southwest of Hebron to the sea, be- 
tween Gaza and Askalon. 


In the early part of 1985, the soil 
of this area was compelled, by the 
magic touch of the archaeologist’s 
spade, to yield vital secrets which had 
rested for centuries in the bosom of 
Mother Earth. 


The outstanding discovery was 18 
letters (ostraca) written in Phoenician 
script, but in the Hebrew language. 
They give the background to the last 
military conquest against Judah by 
Nebuchadnezzar, the Emperor of Baby- 
lonia, when he carried the Jews away 
into the seventy years of captivity. 


These ostraca were found in a small 
room, supposedly a room, ad- 
joining the outer gateway of the city. 
They were covered with a layer of ash ~ 
and charcoal four to six inches deep. 


The letters deal with the political 
conditions of Judah at the close of the 
reign of Zedekiah, the nation’s last 
king. Zedekiah was 21 years old when 
he ascended to the throne. In the fourth 
year of his reign, we find ambassadors 
from the neighboring kingdoms of Tyre, 
Sidon, Edom and Moab, assembled at 
his court, to consult on plans for pulling 

— Turn To Page 16. 
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away from Babylonian control. But 
about this time, the King made a trip 
to Babylon, apparently a deceptive ges- 
ture, to blind the eyes of Nebuchad- 
nezzar regarding the coming revolt. 


The first overt act on the part of 
Judah was the establishment of an al- 
liance with Egypt. This was a definite 
expression of enmity toward Babylon. 
As — be expected, it provoked Ne- 
buchadnezzar to start an immediate in- 
vasion. Jeremiah’s prophecy as to the 
outcome is recorded in chapter 37, vers- 
es 5 to 11 of his book. 


Relations Between Ancient Nations 


About 150 years prior to the time 
we are studying, Sargon II, Emperor 
of Nineveh, deported the ten tribes of 
the Northern Kingdom nearly 400 miles 
east of Nineveh, and made them the 
buffer population on the eastern fron- 
tier of the Empire. The children and 
grandchildren of the transported tribes 
joined Nabopolassar, the king of Baby- 
on, in overthrowing the Empire of-Nin- 
eveh and establishing the New Babylon- 
ian Empire. 

They took their share of loot from 
Nineveh, returned to their frontier 
home, which was now the eastern part 
of Babylonia, and while readjustments 
were going on as to certain interna 
policies of the Empire, they began an 
eastward trek that was to have a pro- 
found influence upon world history. 


This naturally threw the territory 
of Northern Palestine under the sov- 
ereignty of the Babylonian State. 


The geographical situation of Pales- 
tine constituted “the bridge of the con- 
tinents”, having a world-power to the 
east and another to the west. The 
Babylonian Empire’s western boundary 
was the Mediterranean sea; while 
Egypt wanted her eastern boundary 
to be the Orontes river. Palestine was 
always in the pathway of disputed ter- 
nl and a constant sufferer as a re- 
sult. 


The average student of history does 
not fully comprehend the intiniate dip- 
lomatic and trade relations which ex- 
isted between ancient nations. As a 
young man, studying history, I used to 
think of the kingdoms of olden times, 
as being widely separated from one an- 
other. But such is not the case. They 
retained the closest relations, diploma- 
tic, military and otherwise. 


Alliances were formed then as now, 
and for identical reasons. Propagan- 
da forces were going on all the time. 
Constant attempts were made by vari- 
ous groups to influence public opinion. 
Even departments of propaganda and 








public enlightenment are not new in 
politics. There were experts in those 
days from whom the modern diplomat 
may learn much. 


Palestine was situated between these 
two great world-powers, Babylonia and 
Egypt, and propaganda pulled her first 
one way and then another. Egypt was 
the smoothest on tongue and most per- 
suasive in language. But to Palestine, 
Egypt was an evil genius, for she had 
never kept promises made to this little 
country. 


There were two powerful parties 
within Palestine — the pro-Babylonian 
and the pro-Egyptian; and each had 
its systems for inflaming the public 
mind. Thus, internally, the Country 
was divided against herself. It was a 
diplomatic policy of “divide and rule” 
on the part of both Babylonia and 
Egypt. 


Jeremiah, A Man of Courage 


During the first eight years of Zede- 
kiah’s reign, Judah was allied with 
Babylonia, economically and in military 
defensive manner. This was, of course, 
taken as an unfriendly attitude by the 
Egyptians who never ceased trying to 
drive the wedge between Zedekiah and 
Nebuchadnezzar. Propaganda finally 
influenced Judah to turn against Baby- 
lonia and ally herself with Egypt. This 
fatal step was taken in the “ninth year 
of the reign of Zedekiah”. 


When this alliance became known to 
Nebuchadnezzar, he immediately took 
steps to protect his “corridor to the 
sea”, which, of course, meant the inva- 
sion of Palestine and the assault upon 
the city of Jerusalem. 


Prophets were always active in poli- 
tics and the leader of the pro-Babylon- 
ian party was none other than Jere- 
miah, who sternly condemned the E'gyp- 
tian union. He clearly foresaw the cor- 
rupting of his nation through the in- 
fluences of Egypt. He realized that a 
struggle between Judah and Babylonia 
would be inevitable if an Egyptian al- 
liance was established. For these rea- 
sons he did everything in his power to 
promote a friendly attitude on the part 
of the people for Babylonia. He gave 
utterance to his convictions, and warn- 
ed of the destruction of Jerusalem. 


To those who were favorable to 
Egypt, his utterances and advice bor- 
dered on high treason. He told as many 
as cared to do so, to desert to the Baby- 
lonians and at least save their lives. 
The persecution of the prophet for his 
outspoken attitude on the great ques- 
tions that were before the nation for 
_— is described in Jeremiah 37:3- 


When the little kingdom of Judah 
found herself fighting alone against 
the most powerful empire in the world, 
Zedekiah, the king, appealed for aid to 
the Pharaoh Hophra, of Egypt. The 
Monarch responded by marching his 
forces toward Judean territory. Im- 
mediately, Nebuchadnezzar’s forces 
pushed out of Jerusalem to meet the 
armies of the Pharaoh. The two op- 
— groups met in the vicinity of 

aza. : 


When Nebuchadnezzar lifted the siege 
of Jerusalem (588 B.C.); in order to 
attack the Egyptians, the false prophets 
in the courts of Zedekiah persuaded him 
that the Babylonian army would never 
return. They said that all would be 
well. Jeremiah endeavored to refute 
these ideas, but only incurred the wrath 
of those high in the pro-Egyptian party. 


Thereupon, he left Jerusalem for his 
native town, Anathoth, and was arrest- 
ed on the way. Being falsely accused 
of attempting to desert to the Babylon- 
ian army, he returned to Jerusalem 
and was again imprisoned. Though Ne- 
buchadnezzar had lifted the siege, tem- 
porarily, the prophet continued to warn 
of the coming calamity.

The Babylonian soldiers drove the 
army of the Egyptians completely from 
the land of Palestine. This accomplish- 
ed, Nebuchadnezzar once more turned 
his attention to the Judean capital and 
adjacent cities or citadels. He arrived 
in the vicinity of Jerusalem in Jan- 
po 587 B.C. and began the siege of 
Lachish .and Azeqah, the two main 
outposts of the nation. The siege of 
Jerusalem lasted eighteen months; 
Lachish and Azeqah fell some time be- 
fore the fall of Jerusalem. 


Still in prison, Jeremiah continued to 
sound his warning. His prophecies came 
like blasts of wrath upon the leaders 
who had ignored his previous warnings. 
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Official protest of the pro-Egyptian 
party was lodged with the king, stat- 
ing that the prophet was weakening 
the hands of the men of war and de- 
stroying the morale of the people as a 
whole. Their official protest is record- 
ed in Jeremiah 38:4, “Therefore the 
princes said unto the king, We beseech 
thee, let this man be put to death: for 
thus he weakeneth the hands of the 
men of war that remain in this city, 
and the hands of all the people, in 
speaking such words unto them: for 
this man seeketh not the welfare of 
this people, but the hurt.” 


Jeremiah was taken from prison and 
cast into a dungeon. 


An Amazing Discovery 
In the meantime, another deputation 
was sent to the Pharaoh of Egypt, but 
he refused aid until it was too late. 
He had learned his lesson from the 
previous encounter. 


Lachish fell either in November or 
December of 587 B.C., for great 
amounts of carbonized olive stones were 
found in the ashes at Lachish, showing 
the city fell following the olive har- 
vest which occurred during November 
and the first two weeks of December. 


Jerusalem fell in June 586 B.C. 


Zedekiah with his wives and chil- 
dren, his chief captains and friends, 
were able to escape during the last 
night “by the way of the king’s gar- 
den, by the gate betwixt the two walls”. 
By the time the Babylonians became 
aware of Zedekiah’s strategy, he was 
nearing the city of Jericho. 


In these ostraca found in 1935, Jere- 
miah is mentioned, and the grounds of 
complaint against him by the pro-Egyp- 
tian group are set forth, in the langu- 
age of the Old Testament, even iden- 
tical words being used. 


An excellent translation of these let- 
ters has been made by Professor Harry 
Torezyner, of the University of Jeru- 
salem. He accomplished the feat by 
transliterating the Phoenician script in- 
to the regular Hebrew, and then trans- 
lating the transliterated Hebrew. There 
are ninety readable lines in all. 


There are other lines, but it is im- 
possible to read them. They cannot be 
restored by any known science. Even 
in the ninety lines, there are words 
and clauses that are not entirely under- 
standable. 
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The correspondence, set forth in the 
ostraca, all took place within a very 
short time, not extending over more 
than 80 days. They are written on 
broken bits of water jars and at least 
three are from the same pot because 
they fit together perfectly. The script 
was written with a blunt, or un-split 
pen made of wood. The ink was iron- 
carbon, and some of it is as bright to- 
day as when it was written. 


It is not all composed in the same 
hand, thus showing that several scribes, 
or secretaries, worked for the author of 
the letters. It may even be that one 
of them was not a good speller for 
several cases of haplography occur. 
The type of letters used, or rather the 
system of writing, is a cursive, fluent 
form and not the Phoenician — rather 
the Hebrew we find engraved upon 
stone monuments. 


The greatest contribution the discov- 
ery of these letters has made is to veri- 
fy the Biblical accounts of the siege and 
fall of Jerusalem, which culminated in 
the deportation of the people of Judah 
in what is popularly called the Captiv- 
ity. 


What became of Jeremiah has not 
been solved, as yet, by the correspon- 
dence found in Lachish. This does not 
mean such a “find” may not be made, 
for the archaeologist can never guess 
what may be revealed next. 


The Ark and Breastplate 


There are other puzzles still unsolved 
regarding the destruction of Jerusalem 
by the Babylonian monarch. He was a 
very careful man! For instance, his 
account tablets show in itemized form, 
everything that was taken from the 
Temple of Solomon. But there are two 
articles that are not mentioned — The 
Ark of the Covenant and the Breast- 
plate of Aaron. Other pieces of furni- 
ture are carefully listed, including the 
seven-branch candlesticks. 


Why were these two articles omit- 
ted? Was it because the Ark was not 
in the Temple at the time the armies of 
Nebuchadnezzar destroyed Jerusalem? 
Had an imitation Ark of the Covenant 
been made by Menelik I, as the Ethio- 
pians declare, and was it standing in 
the Holy of Holies, and did Nebuchad- 
nezzar know it to be a substitute? Or 
had Jeremiah fled with it to Egypt? 
Or, again, is it hidden in the galleries 
beneath the Rock of the Dome in Jeru- 
salem? This Rock is known to be 
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honey-combed with galleries, some seal- 
ed, some not; but no Christian is al- 
lowed to enter them. 


The whereabouts of the Breastplate 
is also a mystery, for Josephus tells 
us its value “was beyond the power of 
men to purchase”. Did the deported 
tribes take it with them to Babylon? 
If so, why did Nebuchadnezzar not con- 
fiscate it? 


These are several questions to be an- 
swered. Archaeology may be able to 
answer them tomorrow or the next day, 
or their answers may remain beneath 
the sands of the centuries forever. 
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The Torture of Russian Believers 





(THE official organ of Russian 
Missionary Service is called 
“The Link”. 


The current issue of this publication 
contains a rare photograph, showing 
a Christian woman with a bag across 
her shoulders, standing in snow, pre- 
paring to leave a Soviet concentration 
camp in Siberia. The wooden barracks 
are seen in the background. 


The editor, Rev. I. V. Neprash, says: 
“This is an unique photo, perhaps the 
only picture of its kind. No such 
photograph is permitted to be taken out 
of the country by the Soviets, and this 
makes it the more precious.” 


It is a known fact that conditions are 
tightening in Russia, as far as the per- 
secution of believers is concerned. 


Shop windows are smashed in Ger- 
many following the assassination of a 
government official, and the tnterna- 
tionally controlled press goes into hys- 
terics, but the torture of Christian 
people has continued unabated for more 
than twenty years in Russia, and sel- 
dom a voice of protest is heard. 


The time has come to break the con- 
trol which exists over press and radio 
in America, so that the people may 
know the truth about Communism, as 
well as Fascism and Nazism. 


An abridgment of “Link’s” editorial 
is as follows (the Christian woman de- 
scribed in the article, one of millions 
to be tortured or put to death by the 
Bolsheviks, is referred to as “M.M.” 
throughout the narrative.) : 





; @ The writer, Mr. Neprash, resides in 
Philadelphia. He Is founder of ‘‘Russian 
Missionary Service’, a native of Russia, 
converted atheist, former exile, college and 
seminary professor, editor and pastor. 











NE of the leading workers in South- 

ern Russia had been sentenced to 
death by the Soviet rulers. A Com- 
munist woman mercifully warned him, 
and did it in time, so that he could 
escape. The G.P.U., the secret police 
force of the Communist government, 
went after his wife. She had to leave 
her home also, and hiding by day and 
moving by night, made 150 miles in 
about four months, until she reached 


the home of her sister. The next day, 
an agent of the G.P.U. appeared, ar- 
rested her, and threw her into jail. 
Finally she was sentenced to exile in 
Siberia, where she spent three long 
years, and later another year on a 
canal connecting Leningrad with the 
Arctic Ocean. 


We do not dare to describe how she 
finally got out of Russia. Her hus- 
band succeeded in getting out years 
ago. When they met again, he could 
hardly recognize her. A doctor exa- 
mined her and found a terrible impov- 
—e of red corpuscles in her 

ood. 


“Ts it a dream, or is it a reality that 
I am out? Sometimes a fear fills my 
heart. What if it should be a dream, 
and I would wake up and find myself 
in those terrible prisons again?”, she 
would exclaim from time to time. 


Story of an Eye-Witness 


Mrs. M. M. spent 1% years in 10 
different prisons before she reached the 
place of exile in Siberia. Of course 
the chief crime of which she was guil- 
ty was the fact that she was the wife 
of a preacher, as well as a preacher’s 
daughter, and that they owned some 
property before the revolution, but the 
immediate accusation was that she was 
“stubborn’’, would not reveal the names 
and whereabouts of preachers whom 
the G.P.U. could not locate. Learning 
of their approaching arrest, they, like 
the husband of M.M., left their homes, 
and were hiding in different places. 
M. M. knew of some of them, and the 
rulers decided to “bend her neck”, and 
force her to betray the brethren. The 
paragraphs in quotations are her own 
words. 


“I was transferred from prison to 
prison, and in prisons from cell to cell, 
in order to draw from me a confession 
concerning the brethren and ‘secrets’ 
concerning the Lord’s work, although 
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there were none of which they did not 
know. Each succeeding prison and cell 
was harder to bear than the preceding 


one. This was done on purpose, of 
course. I can describe the experienc- 
es in the first cell only. The others 
are too horrible to even think about. 
I am afraid my nerves will give way 
when I begin to recall those dungeons. 


“The cell was full of lice and bed- 
bugs, which literally threw themselves 
on me and covered my body. Soon, 
not a sound spot on my skin was to be 
found. The suffering was intense, and 
not only physical, but moral, because 
I had always lived in clean homes, and 
was a slave of cleanliness myself. 


“I tried to help myself, but it was 
useless, All that I could do was to keep 
my hands moving over my face, in or- 
der to keep the lice from filling my 
eyes, nose and mouth. My nerves be- 
gan to give in. I unclothed, but that 
did not help. Finally, almost in des- 
pair, I dressed again, and began to 
pound on the iron door of my cell, as 
though I were insane. 


“The guard opened it, and angrily 
shouted in as to what was the matter. 
Prisoners are forbidden to make any 
noise, to say nothing of pounding on 
the door. When I complained, he hand- 
ed me a bottle of kerosene. Instead 
of sprinkling it over me, I poured the 
contents over my dress. The blood- 
thirsty insects stopped torturing me, 
but as soon as the kerosene dried up 
they revived, and the suffering con- 
tinued.” 


This torture continued for several 
days. From time to time, M. M. was 
called before the Examiner to “con- 
fess”. Because she could not, she was 
transferred to another cell, and then 
to another and to another prison, and 
so on, for 1% years. 


; On to Siberia 


When nothing helped, she was sen- 
tenced to exile to a far-off place in Si- 
beria. What a journey it was! 


M. M. described a similar transfer 
of another person. “The journey was 
made in a railroad car, without windows, 
only an opening at the top. Such cars 
were ordinarily used for the transpor- 
tation of cattle — just a wooden box 
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with a side door. Fifty traveled in 
such a car for three weeks, three wom- 
en and 47 men. What happened in 
that car during the long journey is 
a horror beyond description and beyond 
human strength to endure. 


“Some died on the road and were 
kept hidden in a corner in order that 
the full number of food rations would 
be received at the stations. Finally, 
there were too many corpses. The truth 
became known, the car was cleaned, 
but after this, the rations were so in- 
sufficient that more died, and only two 
of the whole number survived.” 


M. M. did not describe her own ex- 
periences, and for obvious reasons. 
Sometimes, when we asked a question, 
she would raise her hand as if for pro- 
tection, and begged, “Please do not 
ask about it, I do not dare to recall 
that experience. It would be too much 
for me to recall it.” 


“In Siberia, we were brought to the 
place called Alma-Ata, where there 
were already 12,000 exiles. I was so 
weak that I could not walk any long- 
er. A Greek Catholic nun would take 
me out of the barrack, and carry me 
into the sunshine. The sun somehow 
revived me. I was placed in a former 
chicken coop, with 20 nuns, and 70 
priests. There we were left without 
any care, to starve.” 


The Cruelty of Atheism 


“From time to time, I was called be- 
fore the Coroner for examination. Ev- 
ery time this meant a real torture, and 
many trembled when called. One hesi- 
tates to describe the cruelties an athe- 
ist is capable of performing. It taxes 
human imagination to the limit, yet 
most of the exiles had to go through 


. it, and some very frequently. 


“In one prison there was a woman 
with me accused of some crime of 
which she was not even aware. The 
Examiner decided that her refusal to 
acknowledge it was stubbornness, and 
decided to ‘get it out of her’. Once 
she was examined without intermission, 
for 48 hours. She was not even permit- 
ted to sit down. 


“When her feet could no longer hold 
her up, or she would be falling into 
sleep after two sleepness nights, spe- 
cial methods were used to bring her 
up from the floor. The purpose of such 
treatment was to exhaust her to such 
an extent that she would be unable to 
resist any longer and would confess and 
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sign anything. Finally she was re- 
leased, artd practically carried back 
to our cell. We tried to help her: by 
undressing her, but her feet, legs, and 
almost all her body were swollen to 
such an extent that we had to cut her 
shoes, stockings and even her dress to 
give her some relief. 


“Some of these Examiners know the 
Bible, and sometimes use it during the 
questioning. This is done to meet, so 
to say, on our ground. In some cases, 
they purposely torture in order to find 
out whether the person is a real Chris- 
tian or pretends to be one. The firm- 


ness of the believer, which they usual-. 


ly call ‘stubbornness’, baffles them, 
angers and sometimes fills with rage.” 


“If they. hate the believers so much, 
why do they not kill them straight 
off ?” we wondered. 


“Putting to death is not sufficient. 
Christians are criminals not only be- 
cause they are believers, but because 
they dare to be, and dare to persist in 
it,” she answered. 


In the Concentration Camp 


The camps are sometimes described 
in the press, but how feeble are the 
words, in comparison with what M. M. 
related. Following her exile in Siberia, 
she spent one year in a concentration 
camp in the North of Russia. A canal 
was being dug connecting Leningrad 


‘ with the Arctic Ocean. 


In the international press, this canal 
is lauded as a marvelous achievement 
of the Soviet government, but to Rus- 
sians, it is a symbol of horror, which 
one hesitates to describe. M. M. pic- 
tured only some of the methods used 
to force the slaves to proceed with the 
work of digging. Suffice it to say 
that there were about 150,000 prison- 
ers, and after a year, only 57,000 sur- 
vived, 

The work was supervised by the G. 
P.U., formerly called the Cheka. The 
head of it was Mr. Yagoda, not a Rus- 
sian by birth. M. M. saw him walking 
along the canal. The picture she paint- 
ed! His face showed utter contempt, 
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nose up, walking like a master, a whip 
in his hand, cracking it all the time. 


“The exiles lived in barracks, simple 
structures made of single boards, with 
a roof over them. All were constantly 
guarded. In the morning, they were 
led to work, surrounded by agents of 
the G.P.U., supervised closely during 
the day, and brought, guarded, back 
in the evening. The slightest offense, 
disobedience, or ‘laziness’ was punished 
mercilessly. 


“Some exiles were criminals, to be 
sure, but most of the exiles were not 
even told of what they were accused. 
Many of them had been sent into exile 
only because they owned some proper- 
ty, others were arrested because Com- 
munists needed free labor in digging 
the canal. In one section of southern 
Russia, 7,000 persons were arrested in 
8 days, and exiled in order to do the 
work here.” 


Here also, as in Siberia, the tokens 
of God’s blessing were experienced. One 
of them was a tommunion service, held 
at the risk of their very lives. This 
was a very precious occasion for the 
Director, helping him to recall his own 
experience when five exiled ministers 
held a similar service in far-off Si- 
beria years ago. The dangers were far 
greater this time because of Commun- 
ist rule filled with hatred against any 
sort of religious expression. 


“There were eight of us in our camp 
who succeeded in recognizing each oth- 
er as believers. My eldest daughter 
was one of us, also an exile. Four 
were pastors, one of them was Brother 
» & well-known leader in the 
Lord’s work in Russia. To come to- 
gether and have fellowship was very 
risky, but the Lord helped us to do it 
in great secrecy. 

“Our hearts longed for a closer fel- 
lowship with our Lord, Who suffered 
so much and gave His all for us, so we 
decided to have the Lord’s supper to- 
gether. Somehow we secured some wine, 
but could not get the bread. Mrs. A

finally risked her own life by going 
to a Communist and buying a piece of 
white bread from him. 


“We sneaked out of the barracks 
with utmost precaution, and gathered 
in an abandoned hut in the forest, be- 
ing far more afraid of the Commun- 
ist agents than of the wild beasts. 
There in that hut we celebrated the 
death of our Lord. How close He was 
to us, and we to Him! He understood 
our sufferings, because He suffered 
also, and what were our sufferings in 
comparison with His! He even laid 
down His life for us, and here we only 
suffered for His sake. 


“The food in the concentration camps 
was most miserable. The continuous 
hunger was one of the tortures. I was 
myself a witness of the agony the hun- 
gry people experienced, and of such a 
loud screaming because of hunger that 
even window panes rattled. 


“The love among Christians under 
suffering is a remarkable thing. It 
baffles and angers the atheists. Ev- 
erybody helped everybody else, and 
gave his last. I remember how, in a 
prison, my soles, and even stockings, 
were worn out completely. To walk 
barefooted on the cold and damp ce- 
ment floors meant a risk of life. A 
nun, also a prisoner, helped me. She 
wrote on the inside of the hem in her 
skirt, ‘Send me a needle and strong 
thread,’ and handed her skirt to the 
guard, with a note for her relatives in 
— she asked that the skirt be short- 
ened. 


The free Americans naturally inter- 
rupted with a question, “Why did she 
sa ask for a needle and thread direct- 
y?’ 

“She would have to suffer much if 
she had dared to do this,” M. M. an- 
swered. This was not the first time 
she had wondered at how little Ameri- 
cans know about the trickery of Com- 
munists. 


“A needle could be used to commit 
suicide, and the police agents expected 
us to confess some secrets valuable to 
them, so they guarded us closely to pre- 
vent it. Sure enough, her relatives 
read the inscription inside the hem and 
sent a needle and thread, hidden in 
food. The dear woman, hiding her 
possession from the eye of the guard, 
who was looking through a small open- 
ing in the door, managed to sew a piece 
of rag in the place of my soles, and 
thus brought comfort to my feet, and 
probably saved my life. How precious 
is this manifestation of Christ’s love 
among His followers in Russia! God 
grant that it may never die among 
Christians in other lands.”

HE Executive Committee of Rus- 
sian Missionary Service sends the 
following report to The Defender, with 
the request that it appear in the March 
issue: 

The Soviet Government gave permis- 
sion over ten years ago, to our Breth- 
ren in Russia to publish 50,000 Bibles 
and 50,000 New Testaments. 

Because of their great poverty, those 
Brethren beseeched their official rep- 
resentative in America, Rev. I. V. Ne- 
prash, to appeal for funds to publish 
the Scriptures. He accordingly organ- 


-ized a Committee of Christian leaders 


who were glad to endorse him and the 
proposed undertaking. Mr. Hugh R. 
Monro, well known Christian business 
man, president of a bank, consented 
to act as Treasurer, and Rev. George 
H. Dowkontt, M.D., as Chairman. Mr. 
Neprash had no salary, no rent was 
paid, (only the most necessary expens- 
es, such as printing, postage) practical- 
ly all money subscribed went to the 
Cause. 

Soon, 5,000 New Testaments were 
published and distributed and _ the 
printing of 25,000 Bibles was com- 
menced. When the Communists dis- 
covered what those 5,000 copies were 
accomplishing, they became alarmed, 
and cancelled their permission to dis- 
tribute the Bibles. 

Naturally the collection of funds 
ceased, but there was a balance of $7,- 
000 in the bank. Because Russia has 
remained thus closed, and since there 
are millions of Russians and Ukrain- 
ians outside of Russia, among whom 
even now there is evident an unusual 
spiritual hunger, the Committee de- 
cided to send Mr. Neprash to Europe 
in 1937, to organize the distribution of 
Scriptures in Russian border countries. 
As a result, with the cooperation of 
Christians in seven countries, 45,000 
New Testaments, 4,000 Bibles, and 7,- 
000 portions were distributed, all in 
the Russian language. 

This was accomplished to the full 
satisfaction of our Committee. As the 
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funds were recently exhausted, the 
small balance of $17.71 was transfer- 
red to Russian Missionary Service, an 
organization also founded and direct- 
ed by Mr. Neprash, which will con- 
tinue the work of distribution of Scrip- 
tures as another feature to its already 
large activities. 

In thus closing the work of the Rus- 
sian Bible Fund, permit me to express 
on behalf of the Committee, our grati- 
tude to The Defender Magazine for 
valuable assistance. Those among your 
readers who contributed to the funds, 
and who may wish to learn more con- 
cerning the results of their gifts, 
through this above mentioned distribu- 
tion of Scriptures, may write to Rus- 
sian Missionary Service, 850 E. Thomp- 
son St., Philadelphia, Pa., for the free 
bulletin, “The Link’, which vividly de- 
scribes the present situation in Rus- 
sia, and the urgent necessity, of carry- 
ing on Christian work among the Rus- 
sian people.

SMALL oup of men are 
A .Sited in chen York office. 


They have come together from dif- 
ferent parts of the Country, at the re- 
quest of certain Washington officials. 
Out of their labors, involving days and 
nights of hard work, a comprehensive 
survey has been produced. There is a 
feeling of pride among them, as each 
man realizes he has contributed some- 
thing to the finished product. The re- 
port is ready to be multigraphed and 
transmitted to the Capital. 


Two members of the group are dele- 
gated to take the precious sheaf of 
typewritten pages to a letter service 
company, for immediate printing. A 
shop is chosen on one of New York’s 
busy thoroughfares. The two men en- 
ter the building and ask for the pro- 
prietor. 


One of these men had come to the 
meeting from the wide open spaces 
of the middle west. The other lived in 
the east and was more sophisticated in 
the ways of the big city. 


When the proprietor stepped aside 
for a moment, to deal with another 
customer, the easterner quickly whis- 
pered to his friend: ‘We must watch 
every move they make around here.

of Europe. These mobs will rush 
delightedly to shed the blood of 
those whom, in the simplicity of 
their ignorance, they have envied 
from their cradles, and whose pro- 
erty they will then be able to loot”.

[Tt IS a long step from the ar- 

rival of French Huguenots on 
the east coasts of Florida in the 
middle of the sixteenth century, 
to the establishment of a thriving 
Bible Institute operated on the 
most up-to-date lines. 


Modern Florida is indebted primarily 
to the Huguenots for the introduction 
of true Christianity into her part of the 
New World. Christian currents thus 
started, have flowed with ever-increas- 
“ing velocity, down to the present hour. 


Out of this rich religious background, 
Florida now maintains prosperous 
churches and numerous religious insti- 
tutions, which are among the finest to 
be found on the North American con- 
tinent .... 


Within twenty years after the first 
voyage of Columbus in 1492, an expe- 
dition was. organized to seek for the 
mythical “Fountain of Youth”.

mand of Pedro Menendez de Aviles, 
landed near the Ribaut settlement. 


Pedro Menendez de Aviles determined 
to wipe out the French Christians. This 
he brutally accomplished and historical 
records show that the entire garrison at 
Fort Cowline (established by another 
French Huguenot in 1564) was destroy- 
ed. He explained that he murdered 
Ribaut and his group “not as French- 
men but as Lutherans”. This occurred 
September 20, 1565. 


This unprovoked assault upon the 
Huguenots infuriated a Catholic friend 
of Ribaut’s, who lived in France, and 
he immediately organized an “expedi- 
tion of vengeance”. In 1568, the expe- 
dition swooped down upon the Span- 
iards and on the spot where his Protes- 
tant friend and followers died, he hang- 
ed his ——- prisoners and inscribed 
on a tablet of pine the words: “J do 
this not as unto Spaniards but as to 


_traitors, robbers and murderers”. 


After numerous years of bloody 
wars, attacks and counterattacks, con- 
quests and defeats, by the British, 
French, Spanish, and Americans, East 
and West Florida was ceded to the 
United States by Spain in the Treaty 
of 1819, which was ratified by the Unit- 
ed States Government in 1821. In 1845, 
tara became a State of the American 

nion. 


The name Florida is of Spanish deri- 
vation, and historians say that it was 
given to the country by the Spanish ex- 
plorer, Juan Ponce de Leon, because he 
disembarked from his frail craft on 
Floridan shores Easter Day. Pascua 
florida or de flores, “Flowery Easter”, 
Ponce de Leon called it, because of the 
exuberance of flowers which greeted 
him and his men. —

The far-flung reputation of the Flori- 
da Bible Institute has been built, not 
upon press-agent ballyhoo or propagan- 
da, but solely upon the noble character 
of Christian youth which it produces. 


It is a fact that the Institute does 
not publish an official organ, which is 
sometimes misused to “build-up” or 
add false prestige to an organization.

The Institute is located at Temple 
Terrace, a suburb about seven miles 
distant from the Southern metropolis 
of Tampa. The property overlooks the 
beautiful Hillsboro river. 


An individual who visits the School, 
as was the gracious privilege of the 
writer last month, will find that it has 
its setting midst enchanting tropical 
beauty. There is seldom a day that the 
Flori sun fails to smile upon the 
vast acreage of the Institute. After a 
stroll through the campus walks, down 
along the banks of the lazy stream ad- 
joining the grounds, the writer came 
to feel that here truly is a veritable 
tropical paradise. 








The evergreen lawn-carpet is shaded 
by a natural drapery of Spanish moss 
which the elms and oaks have taken for 
clothing. The campus grounds are 
guarded day and night by sentinals of 
aristocratic palm trees, noble creations 
of.God’s handiwork, whose vigilence is 
indefatigable. Presenting a landscape 
of regal splendor, it has been said that 
the moss-hung oak and swaying palm 
have contributed the motif for music 
and psalm. 


The symmetric architecture of the In- 
stitute buildings is of singular crafts- 
manship. Early Spanish influence has 
been followed in their construction. 
The stucco finishing is consistent with 
the surrounding artwork of nature. 


There are five buildings which com- 
prise the Institute. The Administra- 
tion, or the Hunter Memorial building, 
is the first. Here are the main offices, 
the hub out of which vibrate various 
school activities. The spacious dining 
room is located here, where students, 
faculty members and winter guests 
gather three times a day. The Sun 
Room is here also and the students as- 
semble each day at 11 o’clock to hear 
lectures by noted guest speakers. 


. On the second floor are perhaps fifty 
private living quarters which accom- 
modate visiting tourists. Each room is 
furnished with individual tile baths and 
conveniences which are equal to those 
of any modern hotel. any guests 
from the north spend their entire win- 
ters here. 


Because of a substantial gift by the 
widow of the late Rev. J. N. Hunter, a 
Methodist Minister, the name of “Hun- 
ter Memorial” was chosen for this im- 
posing structure. 


_The ladies dormitory, library and ad- 
ditional class rooms, are located in an- 
other modern building on the campus. 
A plaque in the Reception room reveals 
the key to its history. It reads: “This 
Building, THE CLARA TEETS MEMO- 
RIAL—in Memory of Clara Teets—Is 
Dedicated to the Glory of God For the 
Training of Christian Youth, 1987”. 


In memory of his sister who had 


~ passed away, Mr. H. M. Teets, a cele- 


brated New York attorney, made a spe- 
cial gift which helped to complete this 
building free from indebtedness. A 
three-story tile, brick and stucco struc- 
ture, it has ninety rooms and pleasant 
accommodations for the young ladies. 


Other buildings of the Institute in- 
clude the Mathes Cottage, the Conser- 
vatory studios, and Pilgrim’s Hall, the 
latter being the dormitory for young 
MEN. << 


That such a Christian Institution 
should be equipped with a half-million 
dollar facilities is probably a matter of 
amazement to some people. But here 
is a story which could only occur in 
Florida. It is one which contains an 

of the Great Tribulation 
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element of the miraculous—the result 
of answered prayer. A brief under- 
standing of the Florida promotion 
boom, which took place in 1924, ’25 and 
26, is necessary to fully appreciate the 
narrative. 


Huge fortunes were sunk in visionary 
schemes of “get-rich-quick” promoters. 
Just as the Spanish explorers were 
looking for a “fountain of eternal 
youth”, their successors of 1924 to 1926 
searched for a fountain of gold. The 
palatial property, which is now the 
Florida Bible Institute, came into ex- 
istence during those boom days, having 
been built as a center of recreation by 
a group of wealthy men from New 


York.

Early in 1932, Dr. William T. Watson 
called: upon the noted Gospel song writ- 
er, Judson Van De Venter, whose beau- 
tiful home is a stone’s throw from the 
Institute campus. As almost by force, 
he paused for a moment at the aband- 
oned club site and talked with the care- 
taker. 


He thought out loud, that day, as he 
contemplated the possibility that here 
could be realized his ten-year vision of 
a Bible School for Florida. He made 
inquiry and was informed that the own- 
er lived in New York, that it would be 
impossible to interview him personally, 
as one would have to go through sec- 
retaries, agents and attorneys. 


A few days later, Dr. Watson was 
surprised when a distinguished-looking 
gentleman called on him, while he was 
conducting prayer meeting at his Tab- 
ernacle in St. Petersburg, and intro- 
duced himself as a State Senator from 
New York and chief legal representa- 
tive of the Temple Terrace property 
owner. 


When advised by Dr. Watson: that no 
money was available for the purchase 
of such property, the man smiled and 
replied that he was not interested in 
how much money he had, but that he 
was there on a check,up of Watson and 
the character of his work, which had 
been established ten years earlier at 
St. Petersburg. He further stated that 
his investigation warranted a good re- 
port, which would be promptly dis- 
patched to his superior. 


In a short time, a telegram came 
from New York, inquiring if Dr. Wat- 
son would be willing to meet the owner 
at Temple Terrace. At this point, the 
Florida preacher smiled and said: “Be- 
lieve me I met him”. 


Within the next few days, the trans- 
action was completed, and the former 
“mecca” for wealthy New Yorkers be- 
came the Florida Bible Institute. Dr. 
Watson remarked that the property rep- 
resented an original investment of 
$400,000. The furnishings in the build- 
ings alone were valued at $97,000. The 
Institute obtained this valuable land 
and facilities, for a remarkably small 
sum, compared with the amount of the 
investment. 


Additional building had to be done. 
The pressure under such a burden was, 
at times, almost unbearable. In fact, 
as Dr. Watson stated, because there 
had been so much speculation under- 
taken in Florida cage > and after the 
boom, it was even difficult to get a 
group of men to serve with him on the 


Board—thinking that it would be simp- 
ly another experiment. 


But this man of God prayed and 
toiled. 


Now the School is in its seventh suc- 
cessful year. The indebtedness has been 
reduced to less than $10,000. This does 
not include, however, the monthly over- 
head, encountered by carrying worthy 
students, who are unable to pay the 
full amount required. ... 


Members of the faculty include Dr. 
J. E. Grimes, Dean of the Institute, Dr. 
A. A. Smith, L. H. Markham, Mrs. J. 
T. Mathes, Dean of Women and head 
of the music department, Dr. W. T. 
Watson, Mr. J. T. Mathes, Dean of Men 
and associated in the business depart- 
ment, Dr. G. H. Watson, Rev. Charles 
Mainwaring, Mrs. W. T. Watson, Rev. 
John Minder, Miss Louise Ellis, and 
others. This staff is augmented from 
time to time by outside instructors and 
lecturers, among whom are Dr. A. B. 
Winchester, Dr. W. B. Riley, Mr. Homer 
Rodeheaver, Dr. Gerald B. Winrod, Dr. 
William Evans, and other prominent 
Christian leaders. 


The School offers a three-year course 
to prepare the student for definite 
Christian service. Its high standard of 
academic study supports the contention 


that Bible training in the Florida Bible 
Institute is equal to that offered by 
some theological seminaries. Ninety 
credits are required to graduate, and a 
student must maintain an average of at 
anes eighty per cent throughout the 
erms. 


In a recent examination at a 
leading college in Illinois, new stu- 
dents from various Bible Institutes 
were given an examination, and 
the graduate from the Florida 
School received the highest grade 
in a group of forty, from the lead- 
ing Bible Institutes of the Nation. 


Recently, four graduates went to the 
Foreign field as missionaries. They are 
Rev. and Mrs. Howard Street, stationed 
in black Belgian Congo, and Rev. and 
Mrs. Harris Bragan who are doing ex- 
ceptionally important missionary work

Danger Signals on the Horizon 
Dr. Louis R. Patmont, Berkeley, California 





(THE year 1938 witnessed the 
greatest crisis since 1914. 


Then the entire world was rocked by 
the stupendous news of the breakdown 
of diplomatic negotiations | which 
brought about the World War. The 
shocking years of 1914-1918 were suf- 
ficient to disillusion those would-be 
post-millenarians who had come to view 
the predictions of a world-engulfing con- 
flict as absurd and unthinkable. Their 
idle dream of a warless world in which 
the nations would henceforth adjust 
differences by arbitration, had been 
definitely shattered. 


Some of the advocates of the new 
world order, in which they hoped to 
demonstrate man’s ability to bring 
about universal justice, and human wel- 
fare, without the personal return of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, became open enemies 
of Christianity. Others reacted in the 
opposite extreme. 


This latter group, headed by Theodore 
Roosevelt, former President of the 
United States, asserted that “the Battle 
of cigs a has begun”, and that 
it was therefore the duty of every 
Christian American to support the Al- 
lied cause. Kaiser Wilhelm II, of Ger- 
many, was pictured as the very embodi- 
ment of the Antichrist. 


Great Britain through her propagan- 
da made it appear that in this conflict 
she was the champion of justice and 
righteousness among the nations, and 
therefore God’s representative govern- 
ment on earth. Claims that “the King 
of England occupies the throne of Dav- 
id”, and that he therefore had the right 
to expect the support of every Chris- 
tian nation on earth were frequently 
voiced. To give one’s life for this 
cause, was held equal to saving one’s 
soul. 

The seed of this teaching soon fell 
upon .fertile soil in Canada and in the 
United States. It was discovered that 


the old adage: “Blood runs thicker then 
water”, applies to related nations as 
well as to clans and families. 


Whatever one’s sympathy may have 
been in the Great War, one thing is 
certain, that war did not settle a single 
issue between the nations of the world. 
The world was not made “safe for de- 
mocracy”, and the World War, stupen- 
dous as it was, was not “the war to 
end war”. 


On the contrary, the differences be- 
came more marked, the hatreds more 
pronounced, and the opposing issues 
more clearly defined. New slumbering 
passions of hate have been awakened. 
Class differences have been pressed to 
the point of revolutions, and funda- 
mental religious differences have divid- 
ed the entire church into Liberals and 
Fundamentalists. The World War 
therefore proved to be a furnace which 
only served to separate the conglom- 
erate elements of humanity into homo- 
geneous masses and classes which could 
a again be fully united by human 
effort. 


The Bolshevick Revolution which re- 
sulted in a blood bath and horrors of 
pestilence, famine, and murder epidem- 
ics, costing the lives of over twenty- 
five million human beings, represents 
another danger signal. The revolution 
in Russia, now is held up as but the be- 
ginning of a world revolution which, it 
is claimed, will bring a new era in the 
social, economic, and political spheres. 


It would seem that humanity is no 


longer able to learn the lessons which 


history teaches. The spirit of revo- 
lution which sometimes masquerades as 
a more altruistic Fascism, nevertheless 
is spreading over the world like a de- 
vouring fire. In spite of the fact that 
both Communism and Fascism have en- 
slaved the nations which have come un- 
der their sway, and even though they 
produce scarcity instead of plenty, and 
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serfdom instead of democracy and lib- 
erty, there is nevertheless great danger 
that the few remaining unaffected na- 
tions may soon. become enthralled in 
the meshes of absolutism. 


No observer whose mind is alert, can 
fail to see that the trends are in the 
direction of a world revolution and war. 
Even in the United States the “dams of 
restraint” seem to be giving way to 
the advancing spirit of leftist propa- 
ganda and action. Were it not for the 
occasional “swing to:the right” as wit- 
nessed in the recent elections in Min- 
nesota and other states, one might well 
give up in despair, losing hope that. 
American democracy will be preserved. 


Contrary to all historic precedents, 
the nations who participated in the 
World War, either on the side of the 
Allies or the Central powers, those who 
suffered crushing defeats, have turned 
out to be the victors rather then the 
vanquished. Germany and the Soviet 
Union are at the present considered the 
most powerful States in Europe. They 
have attained their objectives, namely: 
recognition and credit, or else territor- 
ial gains chiefly through their display 
of military might. 


This explains why Germany was not 
hampered in her demonstration of 
strength against France and Great 
Britain by the crushing terms of the 
Treaty of Versailles, nor by the fact 
that she suffered an economic dearth of 
resources as a result. On the contrary, 
it is now universally admitted that 
these very terms hastened her revolt, 
and helped bring the Fuehrer into pow- 
er. 


The Russians had not yet forgotten 
the millions of their comrades whose 
bones have long since become dissolved 
in the swamps of von Hindenburg’s 
Mazurian Lakes. It is reasonable to 
assume that the non-Russian rulers of 
the Soviet Union, would sacrifice the 
rich soil of the Ukraine to the Ger- 
mans, rather than risk a complete loss 
of its present prestige among the na- 
tions of the world, and at the same 
time endanger its Siberian and Far 
Eastern front, threatened by a pow- 
erful German-patterned Japanese war 
machine. There can be no doubt about 
the superiority of the newly created 
military power over that of the Soviet 
Union, as well as that of the French- 
British military combine. 


In the recent crisis arising out of the 
Austrian Anschluss, and that of the 
Sudeten Land, the exacting demands 
were granted, though rather reluctant- 
ly. Now additional territorial demands 
are being made by Italy, which is be- 
ing supported by Germany in turn. The 
Mussolini-Hitler combine is not suffer- 
ing the resolute rebuff from France 
and Great Britain which one might ex- 
pect. Instead a European armament 
race is now in full swing. Thus far 
Germany and Italy are in the lead. 
Their air strength is superior, and they 
have ingenious devices of war which 
have not yet been counteracted by the 
inventions produced either in the Soviet 
Union or in Great Britain and France. 
This armament race represents another 
significant danger signal on the world’s 
political horizon. 


Military experts outside of Germany, 
have just learned of the German Fern- 
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schweiss ray which is capable of ex- 
ploding ammunition dumps and loaded 
cannons and rifles, by virtue of the 
fact that it has an affinity for all me- 
tal within a radius of twenty miles. 
Metal substances become heated as 
though contacted by an acetylene torch. 
Aeroplanes, tanks, trucks, and troops 
carrying vehicles, can thus be stopped 
while in motion. The generators of 
automobiles do not function within the 
influence of this ray. 

No protection has as yet been found 
against the Italian man operated, tor- 
pedo propelled, skiffs which can destroy 
a strong fleet in short order. The 
British fleet witnessed a counter-demon- 
stration of these devices in the Medi- 
terranean at the beginning of the Italo- 
Ethiopian war. As a result the Suez 
Canal was opened without further pro- 
test to the Italian troop transports and 
supply ships. Even the sanctions de- 
clared against Italy by more than fifty 
nations, did not prevent her from ob- 
taining a sufficient amount of Mozul 
and American oil to supply her me- 
chanized forces and the air fleet on the 
Ethiopian front. The prestige of Great 
Britain has since greatly declined. 


The severe strain on German finances, 
which brought on the recent crisis, has 
been considerably lessened by her an- 
nexations. Much has been added to the 
asset side of her balance sheet. 


It is true that Germany does not 
a soe her expenditures aside of the 
udget; she does not disclose the cost 
of her rearmament. She has built an 
entirely new network of concrete high- 
ways, while the land is being dotted 
with hundreds of new factories which 
produce scientifically developed substi- 
tutes for established commondities. 
Many factories are manufacturing poi- 
son gases, and war materials. 


A million and a half men recently 
participated in war maneuvers which 
threatened the peace of Europe. It is 
reasonable to suppose, that whenever 
the financial strain thus created will 
reach the breaking point, the Reich 
will make new demands. 

Because of the growing need for oth- 
er than synthetic foods in Germany, it 
is likely that her next exploit will be 
toward the black soil of the Ukraine. 
During the World War Germany came 
into possession of this agricultural ter- 
ritory. Thousands of train-loads of 
this black earth were taken into Ger- 
many then; this without any damage 
to the land; for the good soil often 
reaches a depth of fifty feet. Prior to 
1914 the Ukraine was regarded as “the 
grain house of Europe”. 

Neither Czarist Russia, nor the pres- 
ent Soviet regime, have done much with 
this land. Farming is still being car- 
ried on in peasant style; even the col- 
lective farms have not been efficient 
enough to produce sufficient food to 
avoid shortages which has resulted in 
repeated famines. Every German far- 
mer knows that German industry and 
methods of farming would soon convert 
this coveted territory into a veritable 
paradise. 

As the occupation of Sudeten Land 
brought great relief to Germany’s 
strained finances, so the occupation of 
the once conquered Ukraine, will re- 
lieve the constantly growing strain on 
German foreign exchange.

Industry in the Sudeten Land was 
owned and controlled by the banks of 
Vienna. These were in turn controlled 
by the Jewish families of Petscheck 
and Gutmann. Within the past twenty 
years the Czechoslovakian government 
has gradually sought to take over the 
corporations within its state. Since 
then the Sudeten industrial corpora- 
tions and banks, have become subject 
to German foreign exchange restric- 
tions. It is impossible for any foreign 
owner to obtain any amount due him. 
This newly acquired cash will be used 
to further finance German government 
expenditures. 


Most of these properties in the Su- 
deten areas have already been taken 
over without compensating the former 
owners with the understanding that no 
Czechoslovakian debts were to be as- 
sumed. The new holdings now are us- 
ed to secure new loans. For the time 
being the financial strain is erased, but 
in due time the conditions obtaining 
in September 1938, must return. The 
population is growing during better 
times: but because of this the demand 
for additional territory in either Afri- 
ca or Europe must needs result in an- 
other explosion ere long. 


For reasons stated above, Soviet Rus- 
sia will not dare to embark on a new 
German war venture. The Ukraine 
will likely first become a buffer state 
under German influence. Those inter- 
national bankers who are at present 
manipulating fhe financial machine of 
the Soviet Union, are not Russians 
themselves. Rather than lose control 
over the vast territories of the U.S.S.R. 
by risking war with Germany, they will 
more likely be inclined to a compromise 
by sacrificing the Ukraine, a_ state 
which has been little more than a head- 
ache and a liability to the Soviets. Thus 
an alliance between “Rosh” and “Go- 
mor”, as alluded to in Ezekiel 38, may 
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well be effected. The Ukraine may be 
the pivot on which the political struc- 
ture of Europe will turn in bringing 
about the ultimate union between the 
people of Germany and the people of 
Russia, as foretold by the prophet Eze- 
kiel. Armageddon may be _ brought 
closer by this strange and seemingly 
paradoxical historical development of 
present day political intrigues. Such 
trends in international politics are dan- 
ger signals. 


In the realm of religion such dis- 
cordant trends also have their counter- 
parts among the so-called liberals and 
reactionaries alike. They are not satis- 
fied to follow God’s revealed plan, but 
prefer to either join hands with the 
radicals, or, else divide into warring 
fanatical groups who adhere to a nega- 
tive rather than a positive Gospel. 


This apostasy constitutes the gravest 
of mistakes of which the nominal Chris- 
tian church is guilty. To the true be- 
liever this fact represents a significant 
danger signal, for it is one of the un- 
mistakable signs of the nearness of the 
return to earth of the Lord Jesus 
Christ.

Peter Delivered From Prison 
Acts 12:5-17 





OLDEN TEXT: “Prayer was made 
earnestly of the church unto God 
for him”.—Acts 12:5. 


Prison walls may shut in the body, 
but no walls of any kind can shut the 
door that is always open to the Throne 
of God for those who belong to Him. 
og the Outlook is bad, try the Up- 
ook. 


* Peter was securely locked in the Ro- 
man prison — bound with two chains, 
between two soldiers, guarded by six- 
teen soldiers, with keepers at the gates. 
Peter’s enemies took every precaution, 
but they failed to calculate the Super- 
natural. 


Prayer was made: (1) Presistent, 
“without ceasing’; (2) United, “of the 
church”; (3) Worshipful, “onto God”’; 
(4) Definite, “for him”. 


The night before his execution, Peter 
is found sleeping calmly (verse 6). 
He had committed himself entirely to 
God. Peter, much chastened and re- 
fined, is very different from the hot 
impulsive disciple of the days before 
Pentecost. 


Not until the last moment, when 
hope was almost dead, did deliverance 
come. Deliverance came just as the 
day was breaking; the Angel appears, 
and Peter is free. “Men ought always 
to pray, and not to faint’. God’s mo- 
ment is’ often the very last moment. 


There are things that only God can 
do, but there are things which we can 
do. We are workers together with 
God. “I have planted, Apollos watered; 
but God gave the increase”. 


If Peter had been like most of us, 
he would have stopped before they got 
to the iron gate and debated with the 
Angel how they were to get through 
it. When he arrived at the gate, it 

“opened of its own accord”, but not 
until they got to it. The word here 
translated by the phrase “of its own 
accord” is automatos, from which we 
get our word “automatic”. The Greek 
term means “moved by one’s own im- 
pulse, or acting without the instigation 
or mtervention of another’. 


So the Red Sea opened; so the 
Jordan river parted; and so the walls 
of Jericho fell. 


When they saw him, they were aston- 
ished. “O ye of little faith”. One of 


the conditions of successful prayer is 


“Whatsoever ye shall ask in prayer, 
BELIEVING ye shall receive” (Matt. 
21:22). It is a good thing for us all 
that God doesn’t wait until we have 
faith. ‘When the Lord brought back 
the captivity of his people, we were 
like those that dream”. (Ps. 126:1). 


It is very likely, having found them 
praying for his deliverance, he did not 
part with them until he and they had 
together solemnly given thanks to God 
for this marvelous deliverance; for 
what is won by prayer must be worn 
with praise. When David declares 
what God had done for his soul, he 
blesses God who had not turned away 
his prayer. (Ps. 66:16, 20). 





March 19 
Peter Exhorts To Christian 
Living 
1 Pet. $:8-18 





OLDEN TEXT: “Like as he who 
called you is holy, be ye yourselves 
also holy in all manner of living”.— 
1 Pet, 1:15. 


First, Peter teaches us how Chris- 
tians should treat one another. “Be 
all of one mind’. (verse 8). He advises 
them to be unanimous in the belief of 
the same Faith, to contend together for 
the Faith which was once for all de- 
livered unto the saints. They should 
love one another because they are mem- 
bers of the same Body — the Lord 
Jesus Christ. We have one hope, one 
Lord, one Faith, one baptism, one God 
and Father over all. (Eph. 4:4-6). 


Second, he instructs how to behave 
toward our enemies. The Apostle knew 
that Christians would be hated and 
evil-treated of all men “for His name’s 
sake”. “Not rendering evil for evil’. 
To render evil: for evil is the usual 
way of the world. It is the natural 
way. It is the way, of man, before 
God finds him. When a man accepts 
Christ, he tries to live as Christ lived, 
to love as He loved. Peter reminds 
us that “when He was reviled, reviled 
not again; when He suffered, threaten- 
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ed not; but committed Himself to Him 
G -Pet: 


Christians will be punished in this 
life, not only for their righteousness, 
but actually because of their righteous- 
ness. Our Lord Jesus, the night be- 
fore His crucifixion, was brutally 
beaten, spat upon, forsaken by His 
own disciples, denied by Peter, betray- 
ed by Judas, mocked at by His fellow 
Israelites, and yet it was that very 
night He spoke of “My Joy”. (John 
15:11; 17:18). 


“Turn away from evil, and do good”. 
It is not natural for man to turn from 
evil, but it should be natural for 
every Christian to turn from it. We 
cannot do good until we turn from 
evil. One cannot go east and west 
at the same time. We cannot do good, 
while living in evil. 


It is the duty of Christians not only to 
embrace peace, when it is offered, but to 
seek and pursue it, when it is denied. 
Peace with each other within, as well 
as peace with those without, is what is 
here intended. Blessed is ‘the church 
where the members are at peace with 
one another, 


“Give a reason concerning the hope 
that is in you”. Every Christian should 
know WHY he is a Christian, and 
HOW God saves him from sin, and 
HOW the sinner may be saved. The 
hypocrite has a hope but no reason for 
his hope. The atheist has a reason, 
but he has no hope for his reason. 
The Christian has a reason for his hope 
and a hope for his reason.

Peter Interprets Christ's 
Suffering and Death 
1 Pet. 1:17-23; 2:20-25 





OLDEN TEXT: “Christ also suffer- 

ed for sins once, the righteous for 
the unrighteous, that He might bring 
us to God”. 1 Pet. 3:18. 
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“If you call on Him as Father.” 
This, of course, refers to the prayer of 
the Christian. God is only the Father 
of those who are the Sons of God, and 
one cannot be a true child of the Father 
except by being in the Lord Jesus 
Christ. (John 1:12). 


“Who without respect of persons.” 
Since Love, with God, is an expression 
of His nature, it is independent of 
any consideration outside of Himself, 
such as the attractiveness of deserved- 
ness of its object. Hence, He is no 
“respecter of persons”. His gifts of 
love are not bestowed because of per- 
sonal attraction, nor withheld because 
of ill desert. 


“Judgeth according to each man’s 
work.” We are not judged according to 
our great achievements, nor according 
to brilliant results, nor according to 
attainments as the world measures; but 
according to OUR FAITHFULNESS 
in the task He assigns us, in propor- 
tion to the ability which he has given 
us, 


“Time of your sojourning.” Peter is 
writing to those who are Strangers. 
(1 Pet. 1:1). In 1 Pet. 2:11, he says: 
“Dearly beloved, I beseech you as 
strangers and pilgrims”. 


_You have heard the song: “I’m a 
pilgrim, and I’m a stranger”. It is 
never written that way in the Bible, 
but “They confessed themselves as 
pilgrims and strangers”. You _ will 
never be a pilgrim to another land, un- 
til you are, first, a stranger to this 
one. 


: But Peter expresses a deeper mean- 
ing to the word “stranger” than “so- 
journer”. “Wherein they think it 
strange that ye run not with them to 
the same excess of riot, speaking evil of 
you.” You are a stranger,. first, be- 
cause you are a sojourner: you are a 
stranger, secondly, because you are not 
“running” with them. You are walk- 
ing a different life, a “séparated life”. 


If you find that your heart is be- 
ginning to love the things down here, 
exhort your strangerhood. Set not 
your heart on things below, but’ on 
things above. “Love not the world”; 
Look not at the things which are 
seen”; “Lay not up for yourselves treas- 
ures on earth”. Remember the words, 
Love not,” “Look not”, “Lay not”. 
Three “L’s”. Hold them in your mind, 
and, remember as you travel along the 
way, that you are a stranger. 


_The blood is precious (yerse 19); 
first, because of what it i and, 
ondly, because of what it does. The 
blood of Christ is worth an infinite 
price: (1) Because it is sinless blood, 

e only sinless blood this world has 
ever known. (2) The blood of Jesus 
is divine blood. 


Being precious because of what it 
does, (1) It redeems us from sin’s 
penalty, + + (2) It saves from the 
present indwelling power of sin. .. . 
(8) It will by and by save us from 
the very presence of sin. (Heb. 9:28).

Sau! Becomes A New Man 
Acts 9:1-12 17-19 





OLDEN TEXT: “If any man is in 


Christ, he is a new creature: the old- 


things are passed away; behold, all 
things are become new”. 2 Cor. 5:17. 


Saul’s intense anger against Jesus 
and His disciples was not a matter of 
a single hour or day. “Threatening and 
slaughter” were “yet” the very at- 
mosphere in which he lived. 


The extent to which his hatred con- 
trolled him, we see in Acts 22:19, 
26:10, 11. In this Saul had persuaded 
himself that he was doing right. It is 
a striking illustration of how a man 
who intends to be conscientious, can be 
thoroughly wrong. 


“The conversion of Paul marks not 
only a turning-point in his personal his- 
tory, but also an important epoch in 
the history of the apostolic church, and 
consequently in the history of man- 
kind. It was the most fruitful event 
since the miracle of Pentecost. The 
transformation of the most dangerous 
persecutor into the most successful 
promoter of Christianity, is nothing 
less than a miracle of divine grace” 
Philip Schaff. 


Saul was “in the way”, traveling 
upon his journey. Not in the temple, 
nor in the synagogue, nor in the meet- 
ing of the Christians, but “in the way”. 
The work of conversion is not neces- 
sarily tied to the church building. We 
should seek to win the lost where they 
are. 


“Why persecutest thou me”? Note 
how tenderly Jesus identifies himself 
with the saint. Before Saul became a 
Christian, he was made to see himself 
a great sinner — a sinner against 
Christ. 


Concerning this part of the lesson, 
Dr. Wimrod says in his book, “With 
Paul in Macedonia”: 


“There is a beautiful inference in 
the Lord’s answer quoted above: Jesus 
makes Himself one with the believer. 
When the Jews were persecuting the 
— they were also persecuting 

im. 


“A cultured Christian lady recently 
passed through a very embarrassing 
experience in which she was subjected 
to all manner of insulting ridicule by 
certain women friends at a_ social 
gathering in polite society. They did 
not spare her feelings but sought to 
cut her to the very heart by making 
ungracious remarks regarding her pro- 
fession as a Christian. When the or- 
deal was over and she begged to ex- 
cuse herself from the company where 
her presence was not appreciated, 4 
friend asked how she was able to suf- 
fer through the conversation without 
becoming the least bit upset or angry. 
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She answered: ‘There were two of us.’ 
No true Christian ever suffers alone. 
Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou me?” 

Who can imagine the amazement of 
both Jews and Christians when Paul 
reached the city! The bright light in 
which he became enveloped at the time 
of his conversion left him in tempo- 
rary blindness. Companions found it 
necessary to hold his hand and lead 
him into town. Instead of a haughty, 
merciless persecutor riding through the 
streets in a beautifully upholstered 
chariot drawn by a prancing steed, 
there appears a stricken trembling, 
groping man, led by the hands of an- 
other. His blindness lasted three days, 
during which time he refused either 
to eat or to drink anything. 

The Lord was careful to convey the 
news of Paul’s conversion to Ananias, 
the leader of the Damascus believers, 
by means of a vision. Imagine the as- 
tonishment of the frightened Christians 
when word reached them that their 
persecutor had been converted.

CHITA, KANSAS, is the home of 

Miss Mildred Griffin, who has serv- 
ed as a missionary to Liberia, West 
Africa, for the past ten years. 


She returned last month on a fur- 
lough. Her post of duty is Suehn, Li- 
beria, seventy-five miles up a fever-in- 
fested river from Monrovia, the cap- 
ital city. Miss Griffin represents the 
Baptist Mission board. 


The writer interviewed the mission- 
ary and found her to be a kindly, cui- 
tured Negro lady with a deep, heart- 
passion for the welfare of “my people”, 
as she affectionately called the Liber- 
ian natives. 


Of more than ordinary interest was 
the fact that Miss Griffin is well ac- 
quainted with the work of Paul 
Revere, the Defenders missionary to 
West Africa, whom she described as a 
“great leader among the Kru tribes- 
men”, Paul is the converted, educated 
son of a heathen witch-doctor. 


On many occasions, Miss Griffin has 
visited the Krutown center of the De- 
fenders Movement and had nothing but 
praise for the missionary efforts of 
Mr. Revere and his co-workers. 


“You must appreciate”, she told the 


writer, “that Mr. Revere is looked up- 
on by his people as‘a great leader. He 
is well educated and, having been to 
America, the poor people look up to 
him for guidance. They trust him be- 
cause he is one of them. 


“He is called upon to do many things. 
He must not only supply their spiritual 
food, but as their leader must helv to 
solve the problem of getting food for 
their bodies. In other words, he advises 
and assists them in both temporal and 
spiritual things.” 


Miss Griffin explained that the na- 
tives ,of Liberia are extremely poor. 
Many are fishermen, and this industry 
is, of course, a seasonable occupation. 
During off season, natives suffer a great 
deal for the want of food. 


Paul Revere is engaged entirely in 
Christian work, she stated. On her last 
visit, while preparing to return to 
America, he was in the midst of a re- 
vival and building program. He is 
erecting a new stone Church in Kru- 
town. 

The work of the Defenders Movement 
has served to create a great interest 
in Christianity, she reported, among 
the natives of Liberia. Many tribes- 
men have been saved under Paul’s min- 
istry, whom she described as a “pow- 
erful preacher”. 


_Miss Griffin then told of the mis- 
sionary challenge which West Africa 
presents. Various religions are prac- 





ticed among the non-Christian natives; 
some worshipping idols, other trees and 
objects of nature. 


As this Christian spoke tenderly of 
“my people”, who cry out for God, the 
writer contemplated the fact that every 
human being, in Africa, China or else- 
where, is stamped indelibly with a deep 
religious instinct. Every mortal is es- 
sentially worshipful. A man can no 
more escape this deep heart-cry for God 
than he can escape his shadow. 








Miss Mildred Griffin 
Missionary To Liberia 


In Liberia, West Africa, the natives 
are receptive — the opportunity awaits 
— it remains our duty to discover meth- 
ods whereby the Gospel story of Je- 
sus Christ may be presented to them. 


The Wichita girl, educated in Kansas 
schools, received her call to the foreign 
field at the age of thirteen years. She 
is now one of the oldest missionaries, 
in point of service, working in the De- 
laney Industrial School for native boys 
and girls. There are 165 boys and girls 
in the institution. During the rainy 
season, which is from May to Novem- 
ber, classes are held from 8 a.m. until 
noon, when the students are taught in- 
dustrial arts and farming, with their 
Bible work. Enough food is raised by 
the native boys and girls to feed those 
at the mission. 


Missionary work in Liberia is very 
difficult as it is only five degrees from 


the equator. — Staff Writer.

Ir has been my pleasure to spend a 
few days in Cuba with my friends, 
Rev. and Mrs. Arthur W. Pain, mis- 
sionaries to that Island. 


Havana is a fascinating metro- 

lis and the Island is one of 

ropical beauty. The city of Havana, 
with its 750,000 population, to say noth- 
ing of the 4 ,000,000 inhabitants of the 
interior, present one of the greatest 
missionary challenges I have seen. The 
doors are wide open and the mission- 
ary opportunities are unlimited. 


Rev. Pain has a far-reaching radio 
ministry. His daily broadcasts over the 
super-power 25,000-watt Havana sta- 
tion reaches not only the whole Island 
of Cuba, but also into ten other Latin- 
speaking countries. His short-wave 
broadcasts, over a 5,000-watt station, 
which goes out simultaneously with the 
long wave, reaches around the globe. 


The downtown mission in Havana is 
a soul-saving station. We witnessed 
the salvation of more than a dozen na- 
tives in each service we attended. The 
present building is far too small to ac- 
commodate the crowds; a place much 
larger in size ceguld easily be filled. 


These faithful missionaries recently 
launched a campaign to place a Scrip- 
ture Portion in every home in Havana, 
after which they plan to place one in 
every home on the Island. Over 50,000 
Gospels have already been distributed. 
An additional 40,000 could be circulat- 
ed immediately, were it not for the 
fact that the payment of a Govern- 
ment duty holds them in the customs 
office. As soon as the necessary 
amount is made available through the 

ifts of friends, the Gospels will be 
distributed by consecrated native 
helpers. 


My heart was heavy as I left the 
Island, because of the many opportuni- 
ties for God that this part of the 
world offers. Due to a_ shortage 
of funds and trained Christian work- 
ers, Brother Pain is swamped with 
heavy responsibilities. 


Will you pray for this Country with 
its sivabet 5,000,000 souls, the most of 
whom know nothing of evangelical 
Christianity and who wait anxiously for 
the message? Now is the time to evan- 
gelize Cuba! 


Says the Scripture: “The Isles shall 
wait for his law”. Surely, this can be 
applied to Cuba. How long shall we 
allow them to wait? 
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The Making of a Hymnbook 





now let us sing hymn Num- 
ber 187, Let Jesus Come In- 
to Your Heart.” 


As the organ strikes the opening 
measure, you pick up ed hymnbook 
and notice that it is a brand new one. 
With pride and satisfaction you turn 
to the hymn, to join the choir and 
congregation in the ringing words and 
tune, as it sweeps through the church 
and stirs every heart. 


The hymn is ended and you sit down, 
but the hymnbook is still in your hand. 
You turn it over and admire the firm, 
attractive cloth binding, its simple but 
beautiful cover design on which the 
title, “The Service Hymnal” and the 
symbolic decoration, are stamped richly 
in gold. 

You wonder just how this hymnbook, 
which you have helped dedicate this 
morning, came to be. 


It is a long story. Behind the fin- 

ed product which you hold in your 
hand, are years of experience on the 
part of the Publishers in collecting 
copyrights, choosing hymns from a 
wide knowledge of what tunes and 
verses people love and use, and in se- 
lecting new material on the basis of 
merit. 

Work on this hymnbook was begun 
two years before it finally issued in 
perfect finished form from the press 
and bindery, to be chosen by your com- 
mittee and Pastor and placed in the 
pews by the ushers, before this morn- 
ing’s service. 


First the editors realized the need 
for just this type of book — a general 
all-purpose hymnal with adequate wor- 
ship material in the form of respon- 
sive and unison readings, six complete 
indexes and table of contents, together 
with a balanced range of tunes and 
verses representing the best of Chris- 
tian hymnody through many centuries. 


These editors spent months studying 
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the available material that comprised 
approximately 20,000 different hymns. 
Lists were compiled according to season 
and subject matter. These lists were 
checked with the contents of dozens of 
current hymnals. Many hymns and 
tunes were sought and considered, and 
finally after much sifting, the essential 
musical contents were decided upon and 
classified and orchestrated. Indeed 
this is the first classified hymnal to be 
fully orchestrated. 

A well known composer then was 
called upon to write special descants 
for established tunes, and these were 
included for use by solo voices or 
choruses above the full harmony of the 
hymn, in the nature of an obligato or 
fifth part. Perhaps you used the ef- 
fective descant as you sang, “Love 
Divine, All Love Excelling” or, “How 
Firm A Foundation” in the morning 
service. 


When all the hymns and worship se- 
lections for the book were finally as- 
sembled and copyrights checked and 
cleared, the intricate, tedious and ex- 
pensive process of plate making and 
proofing began. A year at least was oc- 
cupied in this exacting hand work of 
expert craftsmen who contributed their 
skill, to preparing the original plates 
and making the duplicate electrotypes, 
from which the music and words were 
finally printed. 


When the final pasted dummy of 
okayed proofs was released to the 
printer, everybody in the publishing of- 
fice heaved a big sigh, after which 
they held their breath until the first 
set of sheets issued from the press and 
were rechecked, to see if any aggravat- 
ing errors had slipped through to mar 
the perfection of the finished work. 


The sheets finished, they were 
gathered and folded into “signatures” 
of 32 or 64 pages. All the “signatures” 
necessary for a complete book were 
then gathered in numerical order, sewed 
and hinged. Supers, back strip, end 
papers and headband were added, 
rounded and backed and bound, pressed 
and seasoned. 

While these important mechanical 
processes of binding are disposed of in 
a few words of description, the care 
and accuracy of handling, and the 
quality of materials used, are what has 
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built long life into the book you hold 
in your hands, You will notice it opens 
easily and lies flat without strain at 
any page. 

And so through a long and laborious 
process, the outpoured musical genius 
of the Christian ages is compressed be- 
tween the covers of the book you hold 
in your hand, to enrich the worship of 
your service. 

Here are the finest fruits of inspira- 
tion from great writers and composers, 
such as John of Damascus, St. Barnard 
of Cluny, Addision the great English 
essayist, Doane, the blind Fanny Cros- 
by, Luther, the Wesleys, Gabriel, 
Runyan, Whittier, Sullivan, Watts, 
Moody, Handel, Sankey, Mason, Bet- 
hoven, Stebbins, Baring-Gould, Bliss, 
Tennyson, Mozart, Bach and many 
others,

And now you are awakened from the 
reverie into which you drifted as you 
considered the love and labor, that goes 
into the making of a hymnal — it is 
the end of the service, the benediction 
is pronounced and you hear the voice 
of the Pastor, “In closing let us sing 
hymn Number 232, Trust and Obey.”

Stevens, a 
powerful machine politician who vir- 
tually led the Congress, an Aaron Burr 
type of man, directed the attempt to 
impeach President Andrew Johnson.

It is not extrav- 
agant to say that God also watches 
over America, over its Ark of the Cove- 
nant, the compact between the Wash- 
ington government and the people of 
the United States. 


“The deepest laid, most carefully 
camouflaged, and most skilfully exe- 
cuted plans involving American funda- 
mentals have come to naught, and for 
no apparent reason but Providence. 
With every great crisis come moral and 
intellectual leaders, men who rise above 
party, above personal advantage—and 
the only way to explain it is ‘God’ ”.

eas volume is designed as a com- 
pact textbook for ministers, public 
speakers, students, secretaries, and 
others, whose vocations in life require 
grammatical exactness in speech and 
writing. The Author has chosen about 
three hundred common errors in the 
English language to illustrate the basic 
factors essential to correcting blunders 
made by the average person in daily 
speech. 


Each exampie’ given, shows the 
wrong and right expression and ex- 
lains the nature of the error. The book 
is so arranged that one may glance at 
the index and determine in a moment, 
any ordinary question of English. 


Mr. Hawley’s principal thought has 
been to produce a book that would set 
forth clearly and concisely the essen- 
tials of practical English. An examina- 
tion of the volume will indicate that 
this underlying thought has been well 
carried out. As far as possible, involv- 
ed complex grammar has been avoided. 
Instead of the usual technical system 
of various inflections, concrete examples 


.of current errors are given, the correct 


expressions are shown in comparison, 


‘and the cause of each error is explain- 


ed. Two quotations from the book will 
serve to illustrate the method of teach- 
ing which the Author uses: 





Wrong: Have you got a dollar? 
Right: Have you a dollar? ~ 


Explanation: Do not use got to 
ask whether a person has a certain 
thing in his possession. Have, as 
used in the example, is a principal 
verb, and the second verb got in the 
same predicate is unnecessary and 
ungrammatical. 








Wrong: He knocked on the door 
and then walks right in. 


Right: He knocked on the door 
and then walked right in. 


Explanation: Do not use the past 
tense form of one verb and the pres- 








ent tense form of the other. 





Other sections of the book deal with 
Punctuation, Abbreviations, Capitaliza- 
tion, the right use of Verbs, Words Of- 
ten Mispronounced, etc.

Devotional Study, Family Altars, and 
Prayer groups. To merely glance 
through the pages, snatching a para- 
graph here and a phrase there, is suf- 
ficient to give the child of God a real 
spiritual tonic. 


The book is beautifully written, a 
masterpiece in devotional study. For 
each day in the year, the reader is giv- 
en a subject for discussion, a quotation 
from Scripture and a sermonette. Take, 
for instance, January 8rd .. . the sub- 
ject is “Beaten Oil”. Text, Exodus 27: 
20-21. We read: 


“Pure olive oil! Beaten for light! 
Why such exactitude? Well, not every 
sort of oil was fitted to serve as the 
home of the flame. 


“There was one process upon the 
olives—‘cheap and nasty’ as Charles 
Kingsley put it,—which used vulgar 
haste, brutal pressures, and scalding 
steam. The oil from such mills swiftly 
became rancid, an inferior article of no 
value in sickness, and if used in the 
lamp, condemned the flame to smoke 
and gutter. - 


“There was another way, marked by 
love and leisure. The bruising of the 


berries (‘beating’) was as gentle as 


wisdom’s ritual; no high pressure! no 
tyranny of heat! And the oil from these 
vats of devotion was a golden glory, 
sweetening with age, acceptable to 
broken. bodies, and so approved by the 
flame, that it glowed day and night in 
a fixed, lambent beauty.” 


The trials of the saints are some- 
times “beaten oil experiences” out of 


which comes the holy flame of spiritual 
illumination, 

Like many other well known literary 
men, Dr. Day is of Hoosier birta. Terre 
Haute, Indiana, is his home town. His 
education was received at the Bradley 
Polytechnic Institute, and later at 
Stanford University and University of 
Southern California.

This is an exceptionally fine book on 
this subject and space is not available 
to do it justice in the present review. 
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
